Like Jap Proposal. 

The only written presentation of 
Japan’s first claim to a naval ratio 
of 70 per cent as compared to the 
American fleet, so far as known, was 
made by Japanese experts in the 
original committee of experts, aban- 
doned later for the naval committee | 
of fifteen on which conference dele- 
gates themselves sit. Except for that 
change, the French suggestion proba- 
bly would have been presented to the 
experts committee. It appears to have 
been drawn up for that purpose. 

Another similarity is that the Jap- 
anese 70 per cent ratio ptoposal con- 
templated determination of “nationa} 
security” needs to fix limitations as 
does the French naval expert ten-ship 
suggestion. Japan later accepted 
fully the American view that existing. 
naval strength, calculated. in terms | 
of modern capital ships craft plus pro- 
portionate allowances, for ships under 
construction and on which money had | 
been spent, was the only practical | 
basis of approach to a limitation 
agreement. The “5-5-3” ratio plan | 
represents that system of calculation. | 

The America 175,000-ton plan for 
France and presumably Italy, also un- | 
doubtedly represents the same system | 
of existing strength calculation. There | 
is not available, however, a detailed | 
analysis for ship scrapping in the 
French and Italian ‘tases, since the 
tonnage allowance represents in each 
case more than either power now has. 
Presumably it does not contemplate | 
the scrapping of all pre-dreadnaughts 
of both powers as of no military value. | 
That theory was applied to American, | 
British and Japanese  pre-dread- 
naughts in the three power prelim- 
inary agreement. 

First U. S. Plan. 


The French naval experts have stil! 
another conference precedent, although 
they may not know it, for presenting 
their ten-ship estimate of France's 
naval needs on a basis of national se- | 
curity. When the general board of | 
the American navy was first directéd 
to formulate a naval ratio plan ax 
between the three leading naval pow- | 
ers, it is understood a wholly dif- 
ferent proposition was evolved from 
that presented by Secretary Hughes at 
the opening of the conference. Details | 
have never been revealed as to this 
American naval expert proposal, but | 
it is understood to have proposed a 10- | 
10-5 ratio for Great Byitain, the Unit- 
ed States and Japan and the reten- 
tion of many more capital ships un- 
der construction than Mr. Hughes 
finally proposed to the conference. 

As it happens, whether designedly or 
not the “5-5-3” American plan was 
an exact compromise between Amer- 
ican and Japanese naval expert views 
resulting from the decision to make 
existing strength, built and- building.

Of the JORSLROO negroes enumer- 


what more than half of the 733,571 
survivors of the net negro migration 
from the south to the north and west 
prior to January 1, 1920, left the 
south subsequently to April 15, 1910. 

“Although migration to the north 
and west has not taken place among 
the far southern negroes to the same 
extent, relatively to their total num- 

as among the negroes in the 
northern part of the south, there was 
nevertheless a pronounced increase in 
such migration from the far south 
during the past decade.” 

As examples of this in, the re- 
pert cited increases in the migration 
of negroes from southern states to 
Pennaylvania from 1910 to 1920 as 
follows: Georgia 1,578 to 16.196;

Many participants submitted ex- 
cellent lists, but undid their good 
work by sending in many incorrect 
words. Probably the most common 
naming of objects which were not 
visible in the picture. For exam- 
ple, some regarded the automobile

as this object was not visible in the 
picture. The same was true of the 
word catalpa: there was nothing 
to indicate that any tree in the 
picture was of that certain kind. 

hers were of the opinion that 
the boy’s name was: Carl, or the 
girl’s Catherine, which of course 
were purely imaginary, and there- 
fore incorrect. 

And still others would include 
adjectives, adverbs, pronouns, etc., 
in their lists, which of course were 
struck out and counted against the 
merit of their answer. 

A large number of participants 
also failed to observe the rule of 
compound and hyphenated words. 
Such words as “churchyard,” 
“countryman,” “crown-piece,” etc., 
were struck out as errors. 

Another frequent error was the 
naming of objects and articles by 
synonyms, which was not in ac- 
cordance with the rules governing 
answers. 
many participants named a bar of 
soap, cake, cleaser and cleaner; 
however, only one word of the 
three could be accepted in any‘ one 
participant’s list as there is only 
one object in the picture for all 
three words.., 

Still otheys made frequent errors 
sending in words denoting action, 
as “carrying,” “coming,” “clinging,” 
etc., which were incorrect.

Ffench civil jails are being circular- 
ized by the American embassy in Paris 
in an effort to find out the true number 
of Amercan ex-service men imprisoned 
and the charges against them, accord- 
ing to a communication received from 
the department of state at Washing- 
ton, by Charles N. Walker, secretary 
of the executive council of the church- 
es’ prison commission in Atlanta. 

e letter was signed by Alvey A. 
Adee, second assistant secretary, and 
is the latest answer of the state de- 
partment to persistent inquiries by the 
churches’ commission extending over 
the past several months concerning 
the alleged neglect to a large number 
of ex-deughboys in French prisons. 

Reports reached the commission 

through its Paris representative, H 
Cleveland Coxe, formerly American 
| vice consul general in Paris, that 300 
‘doughboys who fought in the world 
' war are in jail. The organization im- 
‘mediately asked that an official inves- 
| tigation be made, and took steps for 
_ the welfare of the prisoners similar to 
those the organization employs in be- 
half of prison inmates at home. 


No Funds to Leave. 


Under a French law, it was charged 
that many of these men were being 
‘thrown back into imprisonment at the 
‘end of jail sentences, because they 
were without funds to leave the coun- 
try within a short time limit pre 
scribed. : 

In its communication to Mr. Wal- 
ker, the state department asserted that 
up to December 9, the embassy had re- 
ported that it had obtained from the 
prefect of police a list containing only 
nineteen names of persons claiming 
‘American citizenship, who are said to 
be confined in French prisons. The 
department promised information of 
any others reported by the embassy. 

Mr. Walker replied that from the 
' commission’s observation of jail work, 
'circularizing the prisons “would be 
next to nothing in accomplishing the 
purpose of this,commission. This cir- 
cular would go into the hands of a 
Frenchman in authority, and he would 
probably pigeonhole same.” 

He asserted that the matter is of 
dhfficient importance that the jails 
should be visited, in order to really 
find out the exact condition of the 
prisoners; how they are clothed, and 
‘how they are fed. 
| Mr. Walker’ stated that’ the 
'¢hurches’ commission has been prom- 
_ised the assistance of the Interna- 
‘tional Y. M. C. A., and also the Red 
| Cross in‘ the way of investigation. 
| With reference to the former A,

“If we find that he is a chronic

_money for his transportation back to 
| America. We could get this money 
' from them or have it there ten days be- 
_fore he is released, and buy him the

; means or he has no relatives, we pro-

'gressman W. W. Larsen, of Geor- 
| gia, speaking today to the Russian re- 
lief bill, made the following vigorous 
defense of his amendment to distribute 
congressional representation on a ba- 

sis of citizenship. 

“Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
House: For information of members 
of the congress and others concerned, 
I desire to state that I have today in- 
troduced a resolution proposing. an 
amendment to the constitution. If 
adopted, it will distribute representa- 
tion among the several states on the 
basis of citizenship. It will also en- 
able reduction of representation to 
such an extent that a house of 400 
members would afford approximately 
the same per capita representation as 
the present with 435. Such reduc- 
tion would be made possible in that 


*| it would eliminate aliens from con- 


sideration in making a basis for rep- 
resentation. 


Present Method. 


“The present method of apportion- 
ing representation contained in section 
2, article 14, of amendments to the 
constitution, provides that it shall be 
on the basis of population excluding 
Indians not taxed. A 

“The term, Indians not taxed, does 
not mean that Indians are not to be 
taxed and are, therefore, not to be 
taken into consideration in making an 
apportionment, but it means that In- 
dians who are not subject to tax, 
such as have tribal relation, etc., are 
not to be considered in making the 
apportionment. 

“Tt is difficult to ascertain the ex- 
act number of aliens residing in the 
United States at the date of adoption 
of our constitution, but it is certain 
that the number was exceedingly 
small. The first definite information 
which I have been able to obtain is 
disclosed by the census of 1820, some 
thirty years after the adoption of the 
constitution. At that time the pop- 
ulation of the United States was 9.-' 
629.453, of which number 53,687 were 
aliens. Thus, it will be seen that 
the percentage of our alien population 
in 1820 was a little more than one-half 
of 1 per cent; such a neglible num- 
ber that framers of the constitution 
evidently deemed it a matter of lit- 
tle or no consideration. But, with 
the passing years, it kas so increased 
that it must now be. regarded as 
alarming. 


Today’s Percentage. 


“The census of 1920 gives our for- 
eign-born population as 13,920,962— 
nearly 14,000,000. Of this number 
only 46.6 per cent are shown to have 
been naturalized. Thus, it will be 
seen that, according to census of that 
date 53.4 per cent of our foreign- 
born population may be regarded as 
aliens. Since date of the last cen- 
sus, and up to June 30, of this year, 
there had been admitted into the Unit- 
ed States 1,489,701 immigrants, mak- 
ing our total foreign-born population 
on that date 15,410,393, practically 
15 *90.000. 

“Between date of last census and 
September 30 of this vear there had 
been naturalized 283,874, making our 
alien population on that date 8.633.- 
431. From this it will be seen that 
while the percentage of our alien pop- 
ulation in 1820 was about one-half of 
one per cent, it is today more than 
S per cent. 

Pending Menace. : 

“The seriousness of the situation 
becomes all the more appalling ‘when 
we consider that today our adult 
population—that is, persons more 
than 21 years of age—is, in round 
numbers, 60,000,000, and of this nam- 
ber, more than 10 per cent are alien. 
They are here among us, assisting in 
the -shaping of our institutions and 
determining the destiny of this na- 
tion. The vast majority of them are 
either deemed unfit for citizenship, 
or do not desire it. I submit that 
the number is so large as to consti- 
tute a pending menace to our govern- 
ment, and should not be considered 
in fixing our ratio of congressional 
representation. The present metnod 
results in giving undue representa- 
tion to some states and withholding 
it from others. 

“The principle which I now advo- 
cate was well recognized in the for- 
mation of our constitution. It is con- 
tained in aritcle I, second II, para- 
graph III, of the constitution. It was 
under this provision of the constitu- 
tien that representation was made 
prior to the adoption of the _four- 
teenth amendment in 1868, It reads 
as follows: 

“ ‘Representatives and direct taxes 
Shall be apportioned among’ the sev- 
eral states which may be’ included 
‘within this union, according to their

“At my request the census bureau 
has prepared an apportionment of 
congressional representation on the 
basis of poplation excluding aliens, 
persons whose citizenship is unknown, 
and Indians. The calculation is made 
up om an assumed house membership 
as follows: 400, 410, 435, 460 and 
483. Incorporated in my remarks will 
be found the tabulation of figures sub- 
mitted’ by the census bureau from 
which it will be seen that a house 
with a membership of 400, will afford 
per capita representation of 245,524.

GERMANY ASKED 
WHEN SHE CAN PAY. 

Paris, December 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The allied repara- 
tions commission has refused to con- 
sider Germany’s request for an ex- 
tension of time on her January and 
February reparations payments until 
the German government tells just 
what she can pay on these install- 
ments and gives other information. 
This developed when the text of the 
commission’s note to the Berlin goy- 
ernment was made public today. 

The reply expresses surprise that 
Germany failed to tell exactly what 
foreign exchange she would be able 
to deliver, what delays she desired 
and what guarantees she would offer 
meanwhile. Until these details are 
furnished it will be impossible to con- 
sider or even examine the request of 
the German government, the note de- 
clares. 

The commission expresses regret 
that Germany had not replied to its 
previous queries as to what action 
she purposed taking regarding the 
commission’s suggestions. for balanc- 
ing the budget, preventing the exporta- 
tion of German capital and measures 
to obtain foreign exchange from Ger- 
man holders.

Wrestling is trying hard to “come back” in New York. If there 
was no boxing the grapplers might do fairly well, but the packed 
houses at ordinary boxing shows and half-filled arenas when cham- 
pions meet, show that the public confidence is slow in recovering from 
body blows delivered by many fake matches in the recent past. 

The New York boxing commission cleaned out the fakers when it 
took control of that sport and began making rules to regulate it. Per- 
haps some of those new wrestling regulations are funny, but at least 
‘they are well meant, and they’re effective. 

The “hippodroming” tricks of “torture holds” in all their variety 
have been barred. This makes it much harder to fake wrestling bouts. 
It also robs promoters of much advertising, for descriptions of all the 
toe-holds and head-locks and neck-twisting devices used to give the 
nimble press agent plenty of material. 

The attitude of promoters of fake wrestling bouts may be interest- 


ing. 


I was talking with one of these fat and prosperous gentlemen 


one evéning and asked why he didn’t run matches “on the level.” 


“Listen,” he said earnestly, “you 
don’t get the idea. You look at it 
as a sport. It isnt’ a sport. It’s a 
show. Very few wrestling bouts that 
are stirictly on the level would be 
worth looking at.

Problems for Rules Committee 


BY WALTER CAMP. 


Grid Meeting Holds Spotlight 


New lLork, December 17.—As the 
time approaches for the meeting of the 
National Collegiate association at the 


end of the month to ap »int a foot- 
ball rules committee, college men are 
discussing the various changes that 
have been suggested in the great grid- 
iron game. 

Prominent among the points .uis- 
cussed is the question of limiting shift 
plays and of restricting the number 
of men in motion. ‘There are many 
-*. ates also of a proposal to place 
some restriction on the forward pass. 
The screening of the forward pass 
has been found objectionable by some. 
That is, the protecting of the men re- 
ceiving the pass by the advancing of 
other players who, while keeping with- 
in the rules, interfere in an intangi- 
ble sort of way when the men are en- 
deavoring to get at the recipient of 
the ball. 

Suggestions Made, 

Various suggesti. s have been made 
also as to limiting the power of the 
forw -d pass by ruling that a pass, 
when blocked behind the scrimmage 
liane shall be the same as a blocked 
kick. Another is limiting the num- 
ber of forward passes in each period 
or in the game as a whole is limiting 
the number of forward passe. in the 
last 5 minutes of a game. This is in- 
tend.d to prevent an orgy of forward 
passes by which a trailing team en- 
deavors to turn the tables in the last 
few minutes of play. 

There are others who advocate even 
a further development of the forward 
pass by making a protecting penalty of 
a more stringent nature for interfer- 
ence with the catcher of a pass. An- 
other coterie favors extension of the 
rule regarding “so-called cutting 
down” or “clipping.”

RICE TALKS 
ON EYESIGHT 


Poor eyesight makes poor athletes, 
says Jim Rice, veteran coach of the 
Columbia crews, who, after an experi- 


ence of thirty years, has come to the 
conclusion that the vision of the col- 
lege athlete of today is inferior to 
that of the contender of former days. 
Whether this condition is the result of 
the increasing refinements of life. 
Rice would not say, but he was con- 
vinced that eye conservation, begin- 
ning in the elementary schools, was 
necessary if teams were to maintain 
high standards of physical efficiency. 


_ Examinations of athletes at Colum- 
bia, Rice said, showed increasing eye 
weakness. Most of the defects, he 
declared, could _be corrected. He 
praised the national movement for the 
conservation of eyesight, saying that 
the colleges might profit by the reve- 
retin of the American engineering 
council’s waste committee, which set 
forth health conditions among indus- 
trial workers. The Eyesight Conser- 
vation Council of America is another 
agency, he said, whose efforts, were 
adding to the betterment of the ‘race.

_ Rice said he had known many men 
who had become splendid athletes 
after their vision had been corrected. 
Recalling his experiences with the De-

“Be it resolved by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States, in congress assembled, that, 
the secretary of war is authorized and 
hereby directed to relieve the Ceor- 
gia School of Technology, Atlanta, 
Ga., of all financial accountabilit® 
and responsibility for certain arti- 
cles of quartermaster ordnance, en- 
gineer and signal corps property, 
which were issued to that institu- 
tion by the war department for the 
conduct of the reserve officers’ train- 
ing corps and which have been los 
through theft without ‘fault or neg- 
lect upon the parts of the institw 
tion officials or the army personnel 
assigned to and on duty at the in- 
stitution. The government property 
in question is that listed on certifi- 
cate of audit No. 3322 as furnished 
by the property auditor, hegdquar-. 
ters, fourth corps area, and dated 
May 31,,1921. and having a total 
money value of sixteen hundred and 
sixteen dollars and ninety-two cents 
($1,616.92).”

THE TREATY DEBATE. 

Althotigh the new league of na- 
tions covenant—the four-power 
treaty agreed upon by the Amerti- 
can, British, French and Japanese 
delegations to the armaments con- 
ference—has not yet been formally 
submitted to the senate, it is nev- 
ertheless being used as a pretext 
for many hours of time-killing, ut- 
terly useless and one-sided “de- 
bate.” 

Thus far the “debate” has con- 
sisted in long-winded speech-mak- 
ing by’ Senators Borah and Reed, 
who, regardless of the fact that the 
treaty has not been introduced and 
that no action on it can be taken 
until it is, seem bent upon taking 
advantage of every opportunity to 
attack it from the floor. 

Even befdte the treaty was signed 
by the delegates, the senate “de- 
bate’ was started by Borah, who 
sought to excuse the breach of good 
taste in denouncing the treaty on 
the floor of the senate while the 
conference was still in session, by 
saying that he opened the discus- 
sion prematurely so as to forestall 
a, possible charge that he had failed 
to give the American delegates due 
and adequate warning. 

However, the friends of the treaty 
are not likely to take that explana- 
tion seriously, but, as the Brooklyn 
Citizen remarks— 


“They will see rather in Senator 
Rorah’s haste to attack it a plan to 
arouse public sentiment against it 
at the earliest possible moment, in 
the hope that sufficient public pres- 
sure may be brought to pear upon 
senators inclined to go along with 
the president, to bring about its 


defeat.” 

Senator Reed goes even much 
farther than Senator Borah. He 
not only attacks the four-power 
league pact, but assails practically 
everything the Washington confer- 
ence has done or thinks of doing. 

In a characteristic tirade on the 
floor of “the most august deliber- 
ative body in the world” last Thurs- 
day he said the United States, after 
having “demonstrated during the 
war that she could beat the world,” 
is now about to cast herself to the 
demnition bow-wows by agreeing 
to a naval holiday plan and the 
5.5-3 ratio of naval strength curtail- 
ment. 

“She could have kept on,” he de- 
clared— 

' “and become sole master of the 
seas, but she chose to forego that 
advantage. Now, it appears she is 
allowing the plan for a reduction 
of armament to become the pack- 
horse upon whose back is to be car- 
ried a quadruple alliance in the 
interests of Britain and Japan in 
the Orient, and to have the United 
States underwrite in the blood of her 
sons the ambitions and avarice of 
Great Britain and Japan in the 
southern seas.” 

Such intemperate gush is likely 
to prove harmless, even though 

coming from the senate chamber, 
‘for the simple reason that it issues 
from a, source which nobody takes 
seriously. 

As a matter of fact, both Reed 
and Borah are merely running 
true to form, and the character of 
their opposition to the work of the 
armaments conference was to have 
been expected. 

Each has put the world on notice 
that he has several more hours of 
opposition oratory in his system, 
and that he is determined to get it 
out; and the senate, presumably, 
will be compelled to hear them 
through before the treaty can be 
ratified—as it almost certainly will 
be. 

One of these days, possibly, Bo- 
rah and Reed may surprise the 
world by lining up in support of 
something!

It is to be regretted that in rec- 
ommending an engineer to super- 
vise the construction of the Spring 
street viaduct, the committee of 
the bond commission charged with 
that responsibility, should have 
been unable to recommend some 
local engineer for the position. 

Undoubtedly the choice of the 
committee fell upon engineers who 
are capable and experienced and 
against whom can be urged only 
the objection of their remoteness 
from the important job to be per- 
formed. 

But the roster of Atlanta engi- 
neers contains the namés of many 
skilled specialists of pre-eminent 


'| capacity whose professional accom- 


plishments have attained for them 
nation-wide confidence and repu- 
tation. 

The friends for the construction 
of these improvements will be 
raised from bonds supported by 
local taxation and in the selection 
of men and material, in connection 
with the work, home industry 
should be ‘patronized whenever 
that policy can be pursued without 
jeopardy to the product. 


A LIVESTOCK PARADISE. 

Ex-Governor Frank C. Lowden, 
of Illinois, delivered a notable ad- 
dress before the recent cotton acre- 
age conference, held in Memphis, 
in which he pictured the south as 
a veritable “live stock paradise.” 

Governor Lowden is a practical 
farmer, having extensive agricultu- 
ral interests both in the north and 
in the south—in Illinois and in Ar- 
kansas—over which he exercises 
personal supervision. 

Not only is he a practical north- 
ern and southern farmer of life- 
long experience, but he is a student 
of agriculture, and he speaks both 
from practicing and from observa- 
tion covering the entire south. 

On his Arkansas plantation he 
has produced much cotton; but he 
is a diversification enthusiast, and 
in his southern operations cotton 
is subordinated to feed crops and 
live stock as a dependable source 
of revenue. 

In his Memphis address Governor 
Lowden strongly advised curtail- 
ment of cotton acreage in the 
south, and recommended corn as a 
staple substitute crop—the corn to! 
be marketed “on the hoof.” 

He declared that not only is the 
south capable of producing this 
crop in competition with the “corn 
States,” so far as per acre yield 
is concerned, but that it possesses 
tremendous advantages over the 
north from the standpoint of nat- 
ural adaptable to live stock pro- 
duction. 


“The southern farmer,” he said— 


“is often discouraged by the stories 
he hears of the remafkable yields 
in the corn belt. He hears of eighty 
and a hundred bushels of corn to 
the acre, as though that were a 
common thing. Eighty bushels of 
corn to the acre in the north is 
like a bale and a half of cotton to 
the acre in the south. We of the 
north hear of such yields of cotton 
and you of the south hear of such 
yields of corn with us. Both are 
possible under exceptional circum- 
stances, but whenever a farmer in 
the corn belt has an average yield 
of sixty bushels to the acre he has 
a bumper crop. The average yield 
in Illinois has nevr reached forty 
bushels to the acre, and yet Illinois 
is one of the leading corn states of 
the north.” 


“However,” he went on to say— 


“even if it be true that the south- 
ern states are not quite so well 
suited to corn as they are to cotton, 
it still is good business to raise corn 
enough in the south not only to feed 
the work stock, but whatever may 
be necessary to maintain enough of 
other live stock in the south more 
than overcome this. The long graz- 
ing season and the abundance of 
good pasture grasses are of enor- 
mous advantage. There are many 
thousand acres of Bermuda grass 
now going to waste in the south, 
every acre of which would sustain 
twice as many pounds of cattle as 
the best blue grass I ever saw in 
the north. 

“Wihen I was first told the ca- 
pacity of Bermuda pasture I was 
skeptical, but I thave since ob- 
served for myself, and the above 
statement is well within the facts. 
With very little effort legumes of 
all kinds can be grown anywhere 
in the south. The legume is the 
indispensable condition of any per- 
manent fertility of soil. I have 
never seen a field in the south on 
which you could not the first year 
grow a good crop of clover or les- 
pedeza or some other legume. AS 
for alfalfa, I get five crops a year 
in Arkansas where I get three in 
Illinois. There is no place in the 
country where either beef or pork 
enn be produced more cheaply than 
in the southern states, if we would 
only give half the attention to this 
that we have given to our cotton,” 


Governor Lowden also recom- 
mended dairying as a standard in- 
dustry “to which the south is pe- 
culiarly adapted’—a statement the 
truthfulness of which has been 
abundantly demonstrated in nu- 
merous isolated instances. 

“It is an industry,” he said, 
“which has withstood the evil times 
better than any other agricultural 
activity in the north,” and the 
“basis of succesful dairying” in the 
north, he declared, is corn silage 
and alfalfa or clover hay. 

“The dairy farmer there,” said 
Governor Lowden— 


“can rejy upon not to exceed five 
months of pasture in the year. He 
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expects to buy his concentrates in 
the open market, one of the most 
valuable and popular of which is 
your cotton seed meal. The corn 
silage he raises easily and in‘abun- 
dance, but it costs him incompar- 
ably more to produce his legume 
hay than it does here. I myself am 
engaged in dairying in Illinois. 
This year we did not produce 
enough of alfalfa and clover to 
carry us through. I have recently 
shipped in some alfalfa for which 
I paid twenty-two dollars a ton. I 
am also using cotton seed meal 
which costs me forty-six dollars a 
ton. And yet you can produce corn 
silage a8 well as we. You can 
raise alfalfa and clover much less 
expensively than we. You have 
cotton seed meal at your own door. 
You have the richest pastures upon 
the continent, upon which your 
cOoWs can graze twice as many 
months during the year as they 
can on ours. 

Science has found that milk is 
an indispensable article of diet if 
the race would be well and strong. 
Here again the south should be 
self-supporting and have some sur- 
plus to send to less favored jands.” 


He also emphasized the impor- 
tanace of dairying, live stock pro- 
duction and the growing of leg- 
umes and other feed crops as a 
means of preserving and increas- 
ing year by year the fertility of 
the soil, upon which repeated cot- 
ton cropping is a constant and im- 
poverishing drain. And he ex- 
pressed it as’ his opinion, based 
upon scientific deductions, that “if 
we farm for the next seventy-five 
years as we have farmed in the 
last seventy-five years our country 
will be dotted with abandoned 
farms and our civilization will be 
in its decline!” 

The north, he said, is suffering 
from land impoverishment as a re- 
sult of too constant and intensive 


-production of corn, and there is a 


movement on foot among the 
farmers of that section to reduce 
the corn acreage similar to the 
movement for the reduction of the 
cotton acreage in the south. 

The farmers propose, he said, 
“that if no other use can be found 
for the lands they will be sown in 
clover, thus storing up fertility for 
future corn crops.’ 

“If there is reason for limiting 
the production of corn in the north 
for another year,” he declared— 
“there is double the reason for lim- 
iting the production of cotton in 
the south. Only a relatively small 
part of the corn crop goes into ex- 
port, while three-fifths of all the 
cotton produced in America goes 
abroad. It may be two years or 
three years or four years or five 
years before the world is able to 
take and pay for our surplus cot- 
ton. If within that time we shail 
have the wisdom to continue the 
wise policy inaugurated a year ago, 
diversification of crops will be- 
come a habit withsthe southern 
farmer, and this period of depres- 
sion will have proven itself a bless- 
ing in disguise. 

“T shall myself next year plant 
‘about a third of my acreage to cot- 
ton. I shall grow all the corn, al- 
falfa, lespedeza and cow peas that 
I can possibly take care of.” 


Governor Lowden remarked in 
conclusion that “if there is any 
place where a farm can be more 
nearly self-supporting than here in 
the south I haven’t heard of it!” 

Neither has anyone else —for 
there is no such place! 

But no farm can be Self-support- 
ing on a single-crop basis of oper- 
ations. 

It is high time for the farmers 
of this section to awaken to the 
possibilities of southern soil and 
the southern climate, and to grow 
food and feed crops and live stock 
on a major scale, with cotton as 
a side product. 

Whenever that policy is adopted 
generally the problem of markets 
will automatically and quickly solve 
itself. 


DEATH ON THE DECLINE 

Despite the upward trend of 
accident casualties, the death rate 
throughout the United States and 


Canada is decidedly on the decline, 
according to insurance company 
statistics that have just been made 
public. 

These figures would indicate 
that 1921 has been the healthiest 
year in the history of the insurance 
business on this continent, the death 
rate among the 27,000,000 policy- 
holders covered by the report hav- 
ing dropped during that period 
from 9.80 to 8.24 per thousand. 

The report shows also that in- 
fluenza has practically disappeared, 
and that tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
Bright’s disease, measles, scarlet 
fever, whooping cough and typhoid 
fever caused fewer deaths in 1921 
than in 1920, even though there 
was a marked increase in the birth 
rate during that two-year period. 

The number of deaths by homi- 
cide, by suicide and by automobile 
accidents increased at an alarming 
rate during the current year. 

A significant and most gratify- 
ing feature of the report is the fact 
that it shows a remarkable de- 
crease in the number of deaths at- 
tributable to respiratory diseases. 

In 1920 a total of 65,961 policy 
nolders died from respiratory dis- 
ease, which number was reduced to 
40,613 thus far in 1921, ' 

The report shows that tubercu- 
losis claimed one in every four 
policyholders ten years  agu, 
whereas this year it has caused 
the deaths of only one in nine, 

This proves the effectiveness of 
the scientific campaign that is be- 
ing waged against the “white 
plague,” and should enliven public 


interest in that splendid work. It 


\ 


shows that the disease that for- 
merly was regarded as “incurable” 
is amenable to treatment and may 
in time be exterminated. 

Science will take care of that; 
and as for the major artificial 
causes of human fatalities—notably 
the automobile and the pistol— 
the extent of their destructivencss 
is largely dependent upon law and 
the administration of law. 


THE TEN DARK SPOTS. 

After a careful and painstaking 
survey of social conditions in this 
city the Associated Charities has 
designated ten families as being not 
only in need of assistance, but the 
most needful and worthy of benefi- 
cence of all of the unfortunate 
households in the entire city. 

In each instance help is needed, 
not merely to bridge over a tem- 
porary emergency, but to lighten 
the day-by-day burden of the pros- 
pective recipent family over a pe- 
riod of time of sufficient length to 
enable it to become self-supporting. 

And in each instance, too, partic- 
ular pains have been taken, not only 
to ascertain the needs of the unfor- 
tunate family, but to determine its 
worthiness of aid and its capacity 
to rehabilitate and restore itself to 
a useful place in society if given 
that measure of assistance without 
which it is, and would necessarily 
remain, dependent and a helpless 
burden upon the community. 

These victims of hardship and im- 
poverishment constitute ten dark 
spots in the domestic life of Atlanta 
—recesses into which no light en- 
ters, but which light, in the form 
of constructive, properly-directed 
assistance, would transform into 
the abiding places of cheer and 
hope and happiness. 

The Associated Charities charac- 
terizes these dark spots as “Ten 
Opportunities” — opportunities for 
the more fortunate and more pros- 
perous citizens of Atlanta to per- 
form a service to others that will 
add mightily to the sum total of 
human happiness and welfare. 

This splendid charitable organi- 
zation, with the assistance of The 
Constitution, is daily appealing to 
the generous and _ philanthropic 
heart of Atlanta’ to perform such 
service; and, be it said to the 
credit of the good people of this 
city, the response thus far has 
been characteristic of the tradi- 
tional Atlanta spirit! 

In each of these ten instances of 
need and misfortune the amount of” 
money that is necessary to put the 
beneficiary in a position of self-de- 
pendence—the money to be paid by 
the donor, and disbursed, on a 
weekly payment basis—has been 
determined by a scientific process 
of calculation by trained experts; 
and the contributor is assured that 
every dollar that he gives will be 
applied to the purpose for which 
it was given. 

Every man is, in a moral and a 
spiritual sense, “his brother’s keep- 
er;” and what a cold and barren 
world this must be for the man who 
lives for himself alone, who pays 
no heed to the circumstances of his 
fellow man, or who disregards the 
silent appeal for help in an hour 
of extremity! 

These “Ten Opportunities” are 
ten opportunities to disseminate 
cheer; to warm and enliven cheer- 
less hearted; to distribute the hap- 
piness of the Holiday Season, in 
each instance, perhaps, throughout 
the period of a lifetime. 

They are Opportunities alike for 
the giver and the recipient of his 
gift.

League 


The United States is about to enter 
a little league of nations. An admin- 
istration which rode into power on a 
political tidal wave of opposition to a 
big league of nations, has already af- 
fixed its official signature to this 
written alliance with England, France 
and Japan. No, this can’t be called 
merely an “association” of nations. It 
is a sure enough “league.” It may 
be a “minor league,” or even a “bush 
league,” but league it is, with all a 
league’s “impractical ideals” and defi- 
nite dangers. 

And the “heart” of this league is 
an article which only differs from 
Article 10 in being called Article 11. 
It has all its same “vicious provi- 
sions.” It actually seeks to guaran- 
jtee the territorial integriy of certain 
national possessions from the aggres- 
sion of other nations. And in case of 
any such aggression the other nations 
are to eonsult together as to “the 
most efficient” steps to be taken. In 
four suort paragraphs we are com- 
mitted to an “alliance” which “re- 
verses the sacred traditions of our fa- 
thers,” and “flouts the warning of 
Washington” by “entangling” our- 
selves, not simply with European, but 
with an Asiatic nation. Thus shame- 
lessly we “surrender the sovereiguty 
of America.” ae

And when this wretched deed was 
to be done, with callous cruelty, this 
administration, which had scrapped 
the Versailles league, seized upon the 
principal scrapper, Senator Henry Ca- 
bot Lodge, and made him scrape to- 
gether a few of the scraps and make 
a miniature league. 

It might be amusing to look at the 
picture of Senator Lodge moving the

Wilson; that he then turned and de- 
liberately wrecked that league, and 
with it the hopes of millions of peo- 
ple upon the earth, and that now, after 
gratifying his personal hatred and 
gaining his political ends, he becomes 
once more the protagonist of that 
principle of a league; he shall forever 
stand revealed in the clear, cold facts 
of history as guilty of one of the most 
stupendous political crimes in the sto- 
ry of the world.

Greeley Urges

Washington, December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —In the annual report of Chief 
Forester W. B. Greeley to the secre- 
tary of agriculture, just made public, 
the startling statement is made as to 
the present serious situation as to 
timber supply that three-fifths of the 
virgin forests of the country have dis- 
appeared, and that the remaining is 
being drained at a rate four times 
greater each year than the yearly pro- 
duction of wood. 

It is a serious situation, indeed, and 
one that Georgia and the entire south 
is keenly interested in.

“The past year,” according to the 
report, “has been notable for general 
discussion of the forestry situation in 
both its national and local aspects and 
the consideration of remedies. ‘To a 
considerable degree this discussion has 
centered around proposed measures of 
federal legislation. . 

“It is increasingly evident,” says 
Colonel Greeley, “that whatever leg- 
-islation may be enacted and whatever 
governmental agencies may be invoked, 
two principles must be recognized in 
putting the United States upen a self- 
sustaining basis ‘in timber production. 

“The first is that, because of the 
long-term nature of timber crops and 
the foresight necessary to meet future 
national needs, the public has an in- 
terest in forest lands not common to 
most forms of private property and 
most comparable to its interest in the 
operation of recognized public utilities. 
This public interest must be satisfied 
in the manner of handling forest 
lands. 

“The second principle is that the 
production of timber is an economic 
process, governed by economic -laws. 
Hence the requirements imposed upon 
forest owners by the public must be 
equitable and practicable from a busi- 
ness standpoint, or must be accom- 
panied by compensating features which 
make compliance a reasonable under- 
taking for the owner of the property. 

“The state or the nation may insist 
that forest lands be productive rather 
than idle; but in s0 doing it can not 
avoid its own responsibility for reduc- 
ing the general risks and losses at- 
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ing uncomfortably high,

The two out- 
standing respects in which public co- 
operation with the land owner is 


necessary, as a corollary to regulating 
the use of his property, are organized 
protection against forest ‘fires and the 
adjustment of taxes on timber lands so 
as to encourage their employment for 
growing successive crops. 

“The forest service has initiated this 
year an important step toward the 
restoration of America’s forests,” de- 
clares the forester. “This is a compre- 
hensive study of the requirements in 
protection and reforestation necessary 
to keep forest lands productive in each 
important region of the United States. 
This study has been undertaken in 
co-operation with state foresters, tim- 
berland owners, representatives of 
forest industry organizations, and for- 
est schools. Its purpose is to put in 
concrete, terms just what ‘forestry 
regulations’ mean, in the southern pine 
belt, Appalachian hardwoods, or the 
Lake states. 

“Instead of dealing in gen- 
eral terms, it will bring the forestry 
movement down to specific things 
which are to be done in the woods, 
as minimum standards. It will thus 
serve as the basis for any plan of 
public regulation of forest lands and 
also aid the landowner who undertakes 
the growing of timber crops on bis 
own initiative.”

Always it has 
seemed a bit of tvo sincere homage 
to the Russians, where “Crime and 
Punishment” and “Nachtasyl” and 
“Resurrection” surely reflect an ex- 
ternal wretchedness which, at least, 
is far from the inevitable accompani- 
ment of being a round peg in a square 
country. But such poignant agony 
as this gives one pause. Chicago, even 
though it may be the one American } 
city which understands and cherishes 
its poets, seems not to have eased 
this passionate loneliness: Paris sure- 
ly will not. And yet it seems very 
doubtful if a man can be born out 
of his proper environment: if he is, 
however, it is certain that he can 
never find it. There is a good deal, 
after all, to be said for the kingdom 
of heaven within the ultimate genius, 
Crudity Inevitable? 

In a paper called “An Apology for 
Crudity,’” published in 1917, Mr. An- 
derson set down his theory that “crud- 
ity is an inevitable quality in. the 
production of a really significant 
present-day American literature,’ and 
certainly crudity was a quality of 
“Poor White” and “Winesburg, 0.”"— 
but it is not a quality of ‘lhe Tri- 
umph of the Egg.”” For although it is 
not without literary analogies, it is a 
return to the primitive; it is like 
preakfast on the grass, instead of be- 
ing like breakfast at a golden oak 
table; it is, in short, a purely sub- 
jective book. There is a shadow of 
Freud upon it, particularly on the 
story caled “Seeds” and on the longest 
and most important of them, “Out of 
Nowhere into Nothing;” but Mr. An- 
derson has absorbed his psychoanalysis 
and he uses it as it will be used by 
the novelists of the future, who will 
always have known their Freud, not 
like those nouveau-Freudians, Mr. J. 
D. Beresford and Captain Anthony 
Ludovici and Miss Mary Sinclair. 

It is hardly likely that Mr. An- 
derson has heard more than the name 
of the late Richard Harding Davis, 
and yet, by giving the same title to 
one of his stories that Mr. Davis gave 
to the story of the man who wanted 
the girl for a lifetime, but who would 
have chosen the other woman for a 
month, he has rather neatly marked 
the change that twenty years have 
brought over the spirit of our dreams, 
Perhaps, like Giotto, we must go back 
to the primitive; perhaps Mr. Ander- 
son is our Dante.

Suggests Plan to Relieve 
Congestion on Streets 


Editor Constitution: The traffic 
problem confronting Atianta is of 
compelling importance, and with our 
narrow streets and rapidly increasing 
population and traffic something 
should be done which would meet fu- 
ture as well as present needs, 

We can better the situation right 
away if we are ready and willing to 
pay the price. This is a day of dras- 
tic methods and we should act with 
the view of adjusting and remedying 
the traffic situation to the basis where 
dangers and delays in connection with 
traffic will be at a minimum in oc- 
currence. ; 

The parking ordinances of the city 
have not helped matters much, if any, 
nor has the one-way street experi- 
ments brought any worthwhile relief, 
The streets are strictly for traffic, 
and traffic is made up of everything 
on wheels, and in a cerfain sense pe- 
destrians also, and divided into three 
classes we have to contend with: first, 
the street cars; second, the automo- 
biles and other vehicles; third, the 
pedestrians. Traffic jams are made 
out of these three elements of traffic. 

Then, if these three classes of traf- 
fic can be regulated, and kept regu- 
lated, there would be no such traffic 
jams as we now have to contend with 


service. There would be just as much 
traffic, but it would be “moving” and 
not “standing;” it would be “sepa- 
rated” and not a mass of vehicles and 
street cars and people from curb to 
curb, helplessly entangled and unrea- 
sonably delayed. They can be regu- 
lated by determined, drastic methods. 

That you or i or any one else should 
be allowed to interfere with the or- 
derly and: natural progress of street 
cars and other traffic is preposterous. 
These reflections lead me to suggest 
the passage ‘of an ordinance in regard 
to the matter as follows: 

A—Prohibit the parking of automo-. 
biles or vehicles of any sort, at any 
time or for any length of time, longer’ 
than to lét off or take on passengers, 
on any of the following traffic-feeding 
streets within the following prescribed 
lines and limitations:

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D D PEACE SEEN BY SIMONDS IN TERMS OF NEW PEACE PACT 
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Points Out Differences Between 
eague of Nations and Agreement Reach- 
e dat U. S. Capital and Gives Reasons Why 
Latter, if Extended to All Nations, Would 
Prove More Efficacious Than League.

Washington, December 17.—(Special.)—Does the new treaty of 
Wasltington, the first clear and unmistakable achievement of the con- 
ference, point the way to a new international idea? 
here along the banks of the Potomac that remedy against war. which 
was not discoverable on the quays of the Seine three years ago? What, 
after all, in the terms of a world still unmistakably ill and needing re- 
lief, is the meaning of this first compact, which already in many 
quarters, has been named the Harding doctrine and declared to be 
destined to take its place beside that other Monroe doctrine as one of 
the foundations of American foreign policy? 

At the outset, in endeavoring to answer the questions which have

Before 1904 Britain and France had 
been over a long series of years em- 
bittered by quarrels precipitated by 
the energy of their colonial agents and 
the clash of their colonial aspirations. 
Siam, West Africa, Morocco, but 
above all, Fashoda had disturbed the 
peace and the pleasant relations ex- 
isting between the two nations which 
are divided only by the narrow Straits 
yof Dover. The press of the world had 
begun to talk of yet another Anglo- 
French war. 

Instead, in 1904, we had a general 
agreement, covering a whole variety 
of matters at issue, an entente which 
amounted in fact to the recognition 
on the part of each of the countries 
coneerned of certain vital interests of 


the other, and a further agreement on‘ 


the part of each to sacrifice material 
claims and interests to the cause of 
peace and good relations. 

Thus was constructed that Anglo- 
French entente, which became, within 
a brief time, one of the most impor- 
tant factors in European history, and 
a decade after it was arranged saved 
Burope from the German assault. The 
.entente was never an alliance. It 
was not in any sense the commitment 
of Great Britain to defend France or 
France to defend Great Britain. It 
was, in reality, the agreement between 
France and Great Britain that each 
would refrain from attacking the oth- 
+ er and it was accompanied by a set- 
tlement of many causes of quarrels 
which had made attacks seem possi- 
ble.- 

AGREEMENT LIKE 
ANGLO-FRENCH ENTENTE. 

Now, in the larger sense, it seems 
to me that the Washington agree- 
ment, affecting, to be sure, only the 
islands of the Pacific, must be re- 
garded as a real and perhaps a con- 
scious imitation of the Anglo-French 
entente, not as it developed between 
1904 and 1914, but as it was con- 
ceived and created in 1904. Two great 
nations were then drifting patently 
and rapidly toward a war which was 
abhorrent alike to the statesmen and 
to the people of each. Something had 
to be done ‘and done quickly if war 
were to be avoided. What was done 
was the formation of the famous en- 
tente. 

If one looks at the American-Japa- 
nese situation, which has in recent 
years been developing in the Pacific, 
it ig plain that, while the real quar- 
rels have been few and the situation 
has never remotely suggested the ten- 
sion existing between France and 
Britain half a generation ago, none the 
less there has been a constantly grow- 
ing danger of collision, seen by an 
ever-increasing number of statesmen 
and publicists. Moreover, if collision 
were to result, it was plain from the 
beginning that neither Britain nor

in the Pacific,;could escape entangle- 
ment. 

Actually then, the four-party treaty, 
which has been made by the present 
conference, has its historical anteced- 
ents in the Anglo-French entente of 
1904. More than this, it is designed 
to cover a situation which differed 
only in degree from that which fol- 
lowed the collision of Kitchener and 
Marchand in Fashoda. Happily, in 
the relations of the United States and 
Japan we have had nothing suggest- 
ing the temporary bad feeling which 


existed in the case of Britain and 
France, 


But, at the bottom the facts are the 
same. The British people did not de- 
sire to fight the French, the French 
had no wish to fight the British, Two 
civilized nations perceiving that de- 
spite their almost unanimous will for 
peace war was becoming imminent, 
pat down at a green table and ‘pro- 
ceeded to eliminate, point by point, 
all causes of war, or even of = hard 
feelings. When this was done we had 
ten years during which Anglo-French 
relations were upon a saner and 
friendlier basis than ever in the his- 
tory of the two nations. After that 
a common danger brought a real al- 
liance. 

POSSIBILITY OF WAR 
HAS BEEN REMOVED. 
Now, with ghe British and. the 


French present; the Japanese and our- 
selves have sat down together in con- 


iment upon the matter of the Pacific 
islands which removes all possibility 
of war arising from a clash of inter- 
ests in this area. We have also look- 
ed over the problem of possible naval 
competition and are sure to reach an- 
agreement and to dispose of: this fur- 
ther cause for misunderstanding. Even 
in the matter of China agreement as 
between the United Sates and Japan 
seems assured, at least to the extent 
which will remove the danger, that 
Chinese problems can provoke an 
American-Japanese conflict. 

Since all this progress has been 
made in the relations of Japan and 
the United States, recognizing that 
Britain and France are participating 
the compact, the first American ques- 
tion iaust naturally be: Why not 
try this conference and entente meth- 
od in the case of those European dif- 
ferences which today prevent econom- 
ic and political peace and reconstruc- 
tion in the world? Have we not 
found the key to the whole situation? 
And at the same time we hear on oth- 
er sides the assertion that what has 
been created in the Pacific is no more 
than a league of nations modeled upon 
the Paris plan. 


No useful purpose can be served 
now by any stirring of the old issues 
of the league of nations combat, yet 
it is essential to perceive that in real- 
ity the treaty of Washington differs 
vitally from that of Versailles and 
finds its points of resemblance with 
that Anglo-French entente which I 
have already cited. The trouble with 
the situation which Mr. Wilson faced 
at Paris was that for all practical 
purposes war was still going forward. 
Actual fighting had been interrupted 
by an armistice, but the main busi- 
ness before the world was the liquida- 
tion of a war.

POINTS OF DIFFERENCE 
FROM LEAGUE. 
Thus, when the league of nations 
was created it became in the nature 
of things the body and the force which | 
was to carry out the terms of the 
treaty of Versailles, the treaty which 
imposed just but very terrible punish- 
ment upon Germany and denied to 
the German culprit membership in 
that league itself. Beyond all else it 
seems to me that this circumstance 
carried with it the doom of the league 
of nations, as it was created at Paris. 
Despite all the effort of Mr. Wilson to 
avoid the danger, the league was in 
its essense an alliance of the victo- 
rious nations to impose obedience to 
the treaty of Versailles upon the coun- 
tries wno had disturbed world peace 
and in the end lost the world war. 
This fact has paralyzed the league 
ever since, it has paralyzed it far 
more than the failure of the United 
States to ratify.. Now it must be 
clear that the treaty of Washington, 
the four-power entente in the Pa- 
cific, is something totally different 
from the Paris agreement. Four na- 
tions all having interests in the Pa- 
cific, rivals perhaps in a certain sense, 
but neighbors in any case, have come 
together to make a treaty, the under- 
lying purpose of which is to avoid 
a war none desires and as a first 
step they voluntarily recognize the 
existing situation of each country as 
just and right and beyond challenge. 
You have them all parties in in- 
terest animated by the same purpose 
and equally prepared to accept things 
as they are, you have the will for 
peace. In Europe, on the contrary, 
the situation in 1918 and in 1921 
is something quite different. The 
trouble is that there is no readiness 
on the part of many nations to ac- 
cept their present condition as per- 
manent or to bow to the treaty of 
Versailles, which is the law of Eu- 
rope, as just. To take the case of 
France and Germany as an example, 
each regards war with the other as 
inescapable and, therefore, thinks and 
acts in accordance with that belief. 
This is the real difference in the 
ease of the league of nations and the 
treaty of Washington. There are 
differences in the language of the doc- 
uments which impress the lawyers. 
which. let us agree in the case of 
the Washington document, mightily 
reduce the responsibilities undertaken 
in the Paris version. But accenting 
all of these differences. the main diver- 
gence is in the conditions, one agree- 
ment is based upon war, the other 
upon peace. 


COULD AGREEMENT 
BE ENLARGED? 

President Harding has said that 
he hopes for an extension of the con- 
ference idea, that he dreams of an 


association of nations, obviously mod- 
eled upon the Pacific association, 
which has just been formed here in 
Washington. But before there can be 
an association of nations in Europe, 
it is clear there will have to be some 
effective will for peace as between 
European countries. If France and 
Germany, for example, could see their 
future on the Rhine in the terms

Cornmeal Mush With Pork. 


One pound lean pork, part meat and 
part bone, 1 cup cornmeal, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 1-2 teaspoon powdered 
sage, water. Cook the pork in water 
until the meat can be removed easily 
from the bone. Remove the meat, cool 
the broth and remove the fat. Teduce 
the broth to about a quart or add 
enough water to bring it up to this 
amount, and cook the cornmeal n it. 
Add the meat finely chopped and the 
seasonings. Pack in granite or glass 
bread pans. Cut into slices and saute 
until brown in ‘hot fat. Beef may 
be used in the same way. This serves 
six people. A pigs’ head may be used 
instead of the more expensive portions. 
[In this case use two quarts of water 
and two cups of cornmeal. 


Ice as Fertilizer. 


Except in.its southern portion, 
Alaska has not sufficient rainfall for 
the production&of crops. But when 
an area is first cleared for planting 
the soil is moist enough, being frozen 
nearly to the surface the year icound. 
Then the ice in the ground gradually 
melts, so that the first few crops re- 
quire only a slight rainfall—the melt- 
ing of the ice furnishing sufficient 
moisture to the roots of the growing 
plants. In the course of a few years, 
however, the ice recedes to a depth 
of six or more feet, and this reservoir 
of moisture is no longer available for 
the crops. It then becomes necessary 
to resort to various expedients, such 
as “mulching.” for hindering evapo- 
ration and economizing the available 
water.

Washington method in Europe? No) 
one can concede that this is impossi- 
ble because it is clear that unless 
some rethod to provide association 
be found, we shall have an economic 
and perhaps a political disaster hard- 
ly paralleled in Europe since the col- 
lapse of Roman civilization. But 
what it is necessary to perceive is 
that there are certain truths as to 
association of nations which the ex- 
periment of the treaty of Versailles 
makes unmistakable. 

Thus no association seems possi- 
ble except as these nations which 
enter are prepared to accept in good 
faith the existing situation in the 
world, so far as they are mutually 
concerned. To go back to the case of 
the entente of 1904, France and Brit- 
ain had been quarreling for a genera- 
tion all over the world about fron- 
tiers and spheres of interest, but 
after they had drawn and accepted 
compromise lines, we had a full decade 
without a single serious discussion. 

Again, no association is possible 
which has for its main or for one of 
its cheief duties the maintenance of 
some status quo against the will of a 
nation not belonging to the associa- 
tion. Such an association is in fact 
nothing more nor less than an out- 
right alliance. It is a combination of 
powers against an outside party, 
whether the thing that it seeks to 
maintain is just or unjust. If it is 
weak it will be attacked, if it is 
strong it must preserve its strength 
against possible attack. 


SAYS LEAGUE 
HAS FAILED. 

Is there any chance of success for 
any conference for any application of 
the conference idea in the existing 
situation in Europe? Again the fact 
is clear, if Etrope cannot come to 
terms with itself its doom is sealed. 
But no conference can succeed if only 
a portion of the great powers are rep- 
resented, for example, France, Britain 
and Italy are present and Germany ab- 
sent, or, if at the conference decisions 
are reached which are bound to be 
challenged by any strong Russia, 
which may eventually arrive. 

The league of nations has failed, in 
so far as it has failed because it un- 
dertook to defend and preserve condi- 
tions which could only be preserved by 
foree. The Anglo-French entente of 
1904 succeeded and expanded because 
it was preceded by a general liquida- 
tion of outstanding causes of dispute 
between the parties at interest. The 
treaty of Washington and the associa- 
tion of four nations, which it has pro- 
vided, as well as the association of 
nine nations which seems assured by 
a treaty which is still to take defi- 
nite form, seems destined to succeed, 
because it is founded upon a free will 
recognition on the part of all concern- 

ed of things as they exist in the Pa- 
cifice at the present hour. 

It is plain that every great power 
in the world, and each small nation 
as well, has the most impressive rea- 
sons for desiring not only a new con- 
ference at which economic if not po- 
litical problems of the world may be 
discussed, but some association of na- 
tions which will make co-operation in 
world reconstruction possible. It is 
clear that the league of nations as it 
is at present constituted, cannot Pe 
the meeting place of such a confer; 
ence, for at least one great power, 
whose presence is vital to the discus- 
sion of all economic issues is not a 

member and canndt be a member in 
time. 

But it is hardly less clear that no 
world organization can undertake to 
preserve peace as between France and 
Germany, Italy and Jugo-Slavia, Po- 
land and Russia. World peace must

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in the long run be predicated upon 
the existence of such an effective de- | 
sire for peace between each set of 
rivals that they are prepared to join 
in voluntary membership in a world 
organization, having mutually recog- 
nized as permanent and beyond chal- 
lenge the territorial condition and the 
political institutions of the other. 


So far as existing Anglo-French 
rivalries are directly concerned, 
France and Britain could sign a new 
entente today, the same is true of 
France and Italy, of the United States 
and all three, and Japan as well. If 
there were any way of bringing 
France and Germany to a similar 
recognition of the existing situation 
or of some compromise situation, we 
might have a new conference without 
delay and a new association of nations 
without long postponement. The trou- 
ble is that no one has yet found a 
way to bring about a compromise. 


EXPERIMENT MUST 

BE TRIED. : 

Conceivably, such a compromise 
might be found in a new economic con- 
ference such as is now being generally 
discussed. Certainly, the experiment 
will have to be tried before long, if a 
general economic collapse on the con- 
tinent of Europe is to be avoided. But 
what must be appreciated now in this 
country if later disappointments are 
to be avoided, is that the truth about 
the Washington conference is not that 
there has been discovered in it a new 
international method to preserve peace 
or that a new form of world associa- 
tion has been hit upon and applied 
to Pacific powers, but may now be ex- 
panded to European powers. 

What has been disclosed in Wash- 
ington is that an understanding be- 
tween nations who desire to keep the 
world’s peace is not only possible, but 
can be arrived at with relatively lit- 
tle difficulty and that this is precisely 
as far as any one can yet see the way 
clear for world association. When 


Europe thinks of the league of na- 
tions, it thinks of something which 
was the legal and the logica) heir to 
the alliance which defeated Germany 
in the world war. It is still, in the- 
ory, at least, the guarantor of the 
military and territorial terms of the 
treaty of Versailles. Germany is not 
a member, nor does she accept the de- 
cisions which the league represents. 


Contrast this with our far more 
modest association of the powers of 


the Pacific and the lesson is unmis- 
takable. the one hand, a group 
of nations mutually agree with each 
other against attack, guarantee their 
possessions against challenge. On the 
other, each nation belonging gives un- 
mistakable evidence of its own good 
faith, guarantees his associates not 
against an outside foe, visible and 
unmistakable evidence of its own good 
ing froin himself. And because the 
guarantees are unquestionable, _ be- 
cause the good faith of the guarantor 
is accepted, the association is formed. 

This means, if it means anything, 
it would seem to me, that the creation 
of an association of nations can only 
follow the creation of relations be- 
tween nations which will eliminate the 
possibility of war. In other words, 
when twé@ nations or more than two 
nations are agreed that the existing 
situation is tolerable and that they 
are willing to accept it as perma- 
nent, rather than run the risks of 
war, then you have two eligible mem- 
bers of an association of nations and 
the nucleus of such an association. 


The league of nations rested upon 


the assumption that if you made cer- 
tain nations keep the peace _ now, 
that one day they would change their 
habits and keep the same peace yvol- 
untarily;: but in practice this has not 
proven the case. The association of 
nations which has been formed in 
Washington and the principles which 
underlie the whole conception of an 
association is that there shall be no 
foree, no coercion, no restraint, no

combination of four powers against 
three or two against one, no guaran- 
tees of territory against outside at- 
tack; but that it rests upon a com- 
mon ‘acceptance of existing conditions | 
by all concerned. 

I know that it will seem out of the 
question that this method of associa- 
tion can be applied successfully to 
Europe, that European nations can 
bring themselves to agree as between 
each other upon a modus vivendi 
which will be mutually acceptable; 
yet it seems to me that if such a 
method be not applied and applied 
promptly, perhaps under the lash of 
economic necessity, the consequence 
will be disastrous in the extreme. 
And so fai as we have yet progressed 
no other method is discoverabié, for 
in the last analysis the method of 
Washington is not only the method of 


the Anglo-French entente, but under- 
lay all the efforts represented in The 
Yague experiments which preceded 
the world war. 

The Hague broke down in the end, 
but it broke down because the na- 
tions concerned were not willing to 
subordinate rival ambitions to a com- 
mon desire for peace. The Wash- 
ington association will break down 
the same way if a similar spirit de- 
velops, but the Anglo-French entente 
succeeded because it had its founda- 
tion in an equal desire on both sides 
to avoid war and to observe good 
faith, and the best reason for fore- 
easting success for the four-party 
agreement is that no one can discover 
any reason to challenge the good 
faith of any participant.

One 
of the greatest acts of courage ever 
nerformed to break the Hawaiians’ 
supersition was that of a woman who, 
in her youth, had been an intemper- 
pte heathen and a desolate character. 
She was known as Kapiolani, who 
ofterward became a model of virtue.

Tarning, to the 
natives she cried: “My God is Jeho- 
vah; it is He who has kindled these 
fires. I call you to witness that if I 
perish by the anger of Pele then she 
is your goddess, and you may live 
in fear of her; but if my God pre- 
serves me while mocking her taboos, 
then you must serve Him!” From 
that dgy many natives were converted 
and at the present time there are 
many teautiful examples set forth by 
the Hawaiians—in faith, but most of 
all in loving their neighbors as them- 
selves.

The camera work 
is of that rare quality that gives over 
and over again the effect of rich 
color, without the aid even of tinting. 


Dramatic Construction. 


As a piece of dramatic construc- 
tion, the picture has its faults. The 
action is slow in picking up dramatic 
interest. The earlier reels do a great 
deal of preparing, and not very skil- 
fully. They are beautiful to watch, 
but not absorbingly - arresting. It 
would be interesting to see it as it 
came from the producer—probably it 
had faults then, for it is obvious that 
the continuity was not'a perfect one.

about the relations of the banker and 
the client which needs clearing up. 
ft should be understood that the com- 
mercial banker, in contrast with the 
investment banker, has no direct in- 
terest in the business of his client 
other than to see that his loans are 
paid when due. It is not bis business 
to furnish the capital upon which his 
client does business. That is the job 
of the stockholder and bondbolder. 
The banker assumes no direction over 
the expenditures of his client, either 
for advertising or anything clse, so 
long as his loans are paid. When 
there is a default, then the banker 
has to take a hand in management to 
protect his own interests and has the 
right to advise When suck excep- 
tional cases occur, you n rest as- 
sured that the intelligent banker will 
entrust this management to those 
who understand the problem present- 
ea, whether it is one of production or 
distribution or both. 

Advertising men caught in the gen- 
eral business reaction which has af- 
fected all business in greater or less 
degree during the past year are sim- 
nly setting up a straw man for an 
alibi in blaming reduced ¢dvertising 
appropriations upon the bankers. This 


is an almost 100 per cent delusion. | 


The bankers have been doing every- 
thifg in their power to pull their own 
and their client’s business safely 
through the most widespread and ex- 
treme period of economic readjust- 
ment in the world’s history, and for- 
tunately have succeeded splendidly. Ab 
a secsit, American busifess and fi- 
-nance are today on a sound basis in 
spite of the incidental sufferings in 
which all have shared. 

The banker is not camping on bis 
client’s trail and cutting his advertis- 
ing appropriation. As a rule, the 
banker is exceedingly receptive to 
sucn expenditures, for most bankers 
know—and those who do not, ought 
to know-—that advertising. properly 
directed, is a great constructive force 
for building business good will. In 
this company I don’t know of a sin- 
gle instance where we have shut 
down on credit due to advertising ap- 
propriations—but de believe that 
vast Sums of money are wasted in ad- 
vertising, and that the keen eye of the 
banker can frequently detect such 
waste. , Ae ' ; 

An effective way to eliminate this 
waste is to place the advertising ap- 
propriation in the hands of the right 
type of agency. Ry this | mean the 
agency that has a professional service 
to give; that is acquainted with mer- 
chandising in its various aspects, and 
is ready to postpone or to advise 
aghinst advertising. irrespective of 
lost commissions, when such a course 
is to the best interests of its clients. 
And: there are many such agencies.

It has formulated a 
workable plan, which has the approval 
of theFederal Reserve bank, of Dallas, 
tor the financing of purchases of breed- 
er and feeder of live stock with the use 
of six-months’ trade acceptances; and

Trade Acceptances. 


“Trade acceptances can be utilized 
by Texas farmers to finance many ag- 
ricultural operations, particularly in 
those instances, such as in the pur- 
chase of live stock, when the banks

It is 
understood, of course. that each indi- 
vidual offering from a member bank 
will be subject to the usual considera- 
tion, from a credit standpoint, of the 
executive committee of the reserve 


bank.

“A farmer in central Texas who 
finds that he has a quantity of corn 
and other feedstuffs for which he is 
not able to develop a ready market 
decides to purchase a load of feeder 
cattle; his own bank, though, is nos 
in A pasition to advance him the money 
necessary to handle the proposition. 
He can then arrange with the owner of 
the stock he desires to buy to handle 
the transaction by means of a trade 
acceptance. Financial statements, 
letters of recommendation and other 
information that will clearly indicate 
the prospective purchaser is a good 
credit risk should be prepared for and 
offered the seller. 

“Should these arrangements be _ satis- 
factory, the seller of the cattle will 
send him the bill of exchange at the 
time the cattle is shipped. The pur- 
chaser will write across the face of 
the bill his agreement to make pay- 
ment at the time of maturity; he has 
now accepted the bill. In addition. 
the seller should demand a_ chattel 
mortgage on the stock. This should

Building.in 1922 


Effect on General Business 
Will Be to Lessen Un- 
employment. 


New York, December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—One of the most hopeful inai- 
cation of an approach to nermal in- 
dustrial conditions is the substantial 
revival in the building industry which 
has been noticeable in every section of 
the country during the last three 
months, says The New York Commer- 


cial. According to reliable forecasts, 
based upon an extensive survey of 
the sources of such information, this 
resumption of building operations 
should increase during the coming 
year on a scale unprecedented in the 
annals of the country. 

Estimates of the value of construc- 
tion planned for next year place the 
amount at approximately $4,200,00U,- 
QUO. Nearly a quarter of that amount 
is said to be for residences and apart- 
ment houses, about one-eighth for ho- 
tels, one-quarter for schools’ and 
churches, one-tenth for hospitals and 
about the same proportion for public 
buildings, office buildings and indus- 
trial plants. This building schedule 
is apparently quite a little in excess 
of normal annual activities in the 
building industry prior to the war, 
and no doubt much of the work now 
contemplated has been deferred until 
lower costs obtained. 

Naturally building operations have 
not proceeded in a large way, ex- 
cept in cases of imperative necessity, 
owing to the exorbitant prices exacted 
for labor and construction materials 
during the period of inflation. The

‘Insurance Funds 


Have Helped to 
Meet Conditions 


Many Policy-Holders Have 
Been Aided During Re- 


cent Depression. 


. New York, December 17.—Life in- 
surance companies bave_ rendered 
notable service during the period of 
financial depression by loaning policy 
holders approximately $200,000,000 
since the beginning of 1919, Henry SS. 
Nollen, of Des Moines, president of 
the Equitable Life Insurance com- 
pany of lowa, told the convention of 
the Association of Life Insurance 
Presidents. 

These loans, he said, made at less 
than prevailing interest rates, many 
times when it was almost impossible 
to borrow money through banks, aided 
materially in relieving conditions in 
every part of the United States, 

Mr. Nollen disclosed that Texas 
policyholders had been the greatest 
borrowers, loans to individuals there 
being 35.52 per cent of the reserve 
available September 30, 1921. Other 
states showing high percentages were 
Massachusetts, New York, Lllinois, 
Georgia, Alabama, North Dakota and 
Washington. 

States maintaining the lowest aver- 
age ratio were New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, Uhio, W est Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, lowa and Nevada.

* New York, December 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The seasonal slackening _ of 
buying, common to the closing of every 
year, has resulted in no material 
change in lumber prices the past 30 
days..and there has not been even a 
semblance of a break in the lumber 
market in the ast, according to A. R. 
Kriechbaum, vice president of Lum- 
ber, the national lumber trade journal. 

While there has been some soften- 
ing of prices in a few items of soft 
woods, such as yellow pine flooring 
and roofing and spruce lath, he said, 
the market as a whole has stood very 
firm for this period of the year. In 
fact, there have been as many in- 
creases in prices as there have been 


decreases, since the first of Novem- | 
The decline in yellow pine floor- | 


ber. 
ing the past month amounted to only 
$x per thousand feet and roofing is 
only,about $2 cheaper. Spruce lath 
is also down $2 as compared with the 
wholesale price on November 1. All 
other items of yellow pine, North Car- 
olina pine and spruce are holding firm. 
There have been no changes in the 
eastern delivered wholesale price of 
Douglas fir, California redwood or 
eastern white pine. Red cedar shingles 
are unchanged, but bevel siding is 
slightly lower. 

In the hardwood department there 
has been a very noticeable improve- 
ment, gum being most active of any of 
the southern woods. ‘The advance on 
quartered and plain red gum has been 
from $15 to $20 since November 1. 
Other hardwo.wls showing a slight in- 
crease were white and red oak, ash, 
poplar, maple and chestnut. ‘hese 
advances were mostly on the better 
grades. No changes have been notea 
in mahogany or other imported woods. 

Strengthening of the hardwood mar- 
ket was not_expected, and was the re- 
sult of the r@ésumption of buying by 
the consuming industrial trade, which 
up to 60 days ago had been virtually 
out of the market for more than eight- 
een months. Mill stoeks* at  hard- 
wood producing points are badly bro- 
ken and the stability of this depart- 
ment of the lumber market seems as- 
sured.

At its high of 
above $4.23, sterling was up nearly $1 
to the pound from its low of the last 
year. ‘The strength in exchange was 
explained in various ways, but the gen- 
eral belief was that it represented 
the beginning of real rehabilitation in 
Europe and that in the next six or 
eight months, a remarkable improve- 
ment would be witnessed in foreigh 
trade of Great Britain and France. 
German marks were firmer, but did 
not have a big recovery. The matter 
of German finances and reparations 
payments is still more or less an un- 
certainty and it may be several weeks 
before anything is known as to the 
plans for action by the allied govern- 
ments and the reparations commission 
as to what Germany will be called on 
to do. Rumors have been current of 
a big loan to Germany and a complete 
change in the reparations plan, but 
nothing definite has developed and 
may not for some time to come. 

Labor Uneasiness. 

The labor question is again loom- 
ing up as a factor in business, and 
while po serious troubles are looked 
for, the miners’ strike in several of 
the leading coal mining regions is a 
matter of concern, as is the talk of a 
renewal of the agitation for a railroad 
strike. It is not believed that there 
will be anything in the nature of a 
general labor unrest in the near fu- 
ture, and it is probable that such 
strikes as do occur wi. tend to con- 
tinue to be of but little general im- 
portance.

Payments between individuals in 
different countries are usually effect- 
ed through the agency of banks. 
When an American has contracted 
for the sale of goods to a European, 
for instance, ordinarily he draws a 
draft either on the foreign purchaser 
f or on a foreign bank which 


has agreed to accept the draft for'} 


the account of the purchaser. This 
draft, payable abroad in a foreign 
money, he sells to a bank or a broker 
_ in this country for its market equiva- 
» lent in dollars. Having thereby re- 
ceived final payment for his goods, he 
has nothing to do with the remaining 
details of the transaction. A foreign 
bank, to which the draft is sent, col- 
lects from the purchaser of the goods 
or his agent, against whom the draft 
is drawn, and credits the remitting 
bank’s account with it. 


Americans buy, as well as sell, 
goods abroad. Ordinarily an Ameri- 
+ can in making a payment abroad pur- 
_ chaser and remits a check, or draft, 
|» drawn by his bank on its correspond- 
ent. Through the purchase and re- 
Mittance to its correspondent of 
drafts yable abroad, on the other 
hand, the American bank is enabled 
to maintain the balance against 
which its drafts are drawn. If its 
purchases of such drafts equal in 
' volume the drafts which it sells to 
those having to make payments 
abroad, the American bank may main- 
tain its account with the foreign cor- 
_ respondent indefinitely without the 
transfer of actual money between the 
two banks. 

Effect of Competition. 


The transactions between the banks 


with their corresponden 
England would decrease; for these 
balances would be drawn against in 
remitting the sums collected from 
Americans; and, under the conditions 
assumed, there would not be snuffi- 
cient drafts on this side drawn 
against Englishmen which the Amer- 
ican banks could purchase for the 
purpose of maintaining accounts to 
their credit in England.

There is the same amount of fine 
gold in 10,000 British pounds sterling 
as in 48,665 United States gold dol- 
lars.

“Gold Export Point.” 

There are, however, limits to the 
premium which American banks un- 
der the assumed conditions find it 
profitable to pay for the foreign bills. 
With comparatively abundant cash in 
their own vaults and with balances to 


their credit in England insufficient 
to meet their needs, they pay a pre- 
mium on bills in the first place only 
because of the cost of shipping gold 
to their correspondents in England. 
Accordingly, when the premium on

surance against loss, and interest— 
shipments of the metal are made, and 
the rise in the price of bills is checked. 
Since in normal times the average cost. 
of transferring gold between the two 
countries was about 1-2 per cent, the 
maximum price of English bills was 
about $4.88 1-2 per pound sterling, 
compared with a par of $4.8665.

War.Changed Conditions. 

These shipments of gold, of course, 
would take place only when mutual 
debtor and creditor countries of the 
United States and Great Britain could 
not be called upon to settle through 
either of these international clearing 
houses. 


During and since the world war, it 
has been evident that very generally 
the gold points have ceased to limit 
the range of the variations in the 
prices of most foreign bills in this 
country, and conversely of American 
bills in foreign markets. This con- 
dition has been due to the fact that 
in most other countries which normal- 
ly have a gold monetary standard the 
free interchange of gold with currency 
has been suspended. The gold export 
point cannot be effective if the expor- 
tation of gold is not permitted. Fur- 
thermore, most of the belligerents is- 
sued large amounts of paper money 
and ceased to maintain the redeemabil- 
ity of their paper in gold. In this 
circumstance, a claim on a_ given 
quantity of money current in those 
countries was no longer an effective 
claim on gold. 

The balance of trade existing be- 
tween creditor and debtor countries 
has become so huge, owing to the en- 
forced curtailment of production in 
the latter countries, that settlement 
has not been possible with existing 
supplies of gold and, therefore, the 
fluctuations have been dependent on 
actual transfers of merchandise and 
services without the usual] gold check 
on fluctuations.

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‘Refund Foreign 
Loans Based on 
Ability to Pay 


| Maplotnat Secretary of Treas- 
ury Urges New Bonds 
Be Issued. 


Baltimore, December. 17.—In __re- 
funding the foreign loans of the Unit- 
ed States, the new bonds should be 
drawn “to fit the ability of each coun- 
try to pay.” Eliot Wadsworth, as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury, said 
tonight, in an address before the in- 
vestment bankers of Baltimore. It 
was the opinion of treasury experts 
that these debts should be refunded. 

“These loans involve most intricate 
problems of foreign exehange, foreign 
trade and to an extent the solvency 
of many debtor governments,’ Mr. 
Wadsworth explained. ‘There is no 
rule or precedent to be followed. in 
dealing with the present world-crédit 
situation.” :. 

“Obligations of foreign governments, 
with accrued interest, are held by the 
treasury to a total of eleven billions 
}of dollars, he said. or about $100 for 
every man, woman and child in the 
United States. : 

“Although dormant, they are affect- 
ing every locality and every individ- 
ual,’ Mr. Wadsworth continued. “We 
are in the position of a creditor hold- 
ing overdue paper, but it mustibe re- 
membered that there are similar debts 
outstanding between the allies. ' 
“I am convinced that if a begin- 
ning can be made in straightening out 
the international debt situation, bank- 
ers and business men here and abroad 
will feel easier and confidence, with 
all that it means to banking and com- 
merce, will be helped. 

“Credit and progress are entirely de- 
pendent upon confidence, such as that 
which America is gaining every day, 
but which some countries, particular- 
ly in central Europe, are losing faster 
than we are gaining. The improve- 
ment in the prices of liberty bonds is 
an extraordinary testimony to the 
change of mind among our investors. 
It is hard to realize that the holders 
of these bonds have made a market 
profit this year of nearly two billion 
and a half dollars. It is a sign and 
a breeder of confidence.”

He is enabled, through application to 
the particular chamber of commerce 
in New York having to do with the 
country in which he is interested, to 
obtain specific data as well as gen- 
eral information regarding conditions 
in the very trade in which he is most 
interested and how that particular 
business has been done most suc- 
cessfully in the past. 

In a great many cases these foreign 
bureaus in New York serve as a me- 
dium for bringing the buyers and sell- 
ers of the two countries together. Fur- 
thermore, many of these organizations 
undertake to smooth out problems and 
difficulties which arise in the course 
of international commercial relations: 
to support and encourage legislation 
in each country for the simplification 
of trade practice; and to adjust points 
at issue between individuals and firms 
which may be referred to them by the 
parties involved. 

It must not be assumed, however, 
that the activities and functions of 
these various foreign trade-stimulating 
organizations are confined simply to 
the furthering of their own and their 
nationals’ interests. On the contrary, 
the great majority of them are féund- 
ed on the much broader princi 
mutual aid and co-operation. 
services and good offices are’ avail- 
able to the manufacturers, exporters 
and financiers of the United States 
not one whit less than they are to in- 
terested firms and individuals in their 
own countries,

Hopi Snake Dance. 

When Mr. and Mrs. R. E. White 
entertained a company of their friends 
at their bome in Decatur Thursday 
night they gave their guests a rare 
privilege in a showing of a motion 
picture, which is vastly interesting 
in itself and has a history that ren- 
ders it still more ‘so. 

The picture was that of the snake 
dance of the Hopi Indians of Arizo- 
na, and the courtesy of its showing 
was extended to Mr. and Mrs. White 
by F. H. Abbott, secretary of the 
Georgia association, who was former- 
ly commissioner of Indian affairs and 
owns the only film made of this dance 
except that in the possession of the 
Smithsonian institution. 

The snake dance is a religious rite 
with the Hopis, and to them so sacred 
and so significant that they would 
never allow it photographed until 
Theodore Roosevelt, who wanted it 
for hiistorical use in the Smithsonian 
institution, secured through the In- 
dain commission the permission of the 
tribe that the picture should be made. 

The Indians were guaranteed that 
the picture should not be commercial- 
ized; that it should never be shown 
for profit. 

Through misrepresentation by a 
motion picture photographer, who 
convinced the Indians that he had 
authority to make an additional pic- 
ture for the same purpose, this pho- 
tographer secured their consent and 
was making away with the film, when 
the matter was reported to Mr. Ab- 
bott and the picture was confiscated. 

He now holds the only picture of 
the snake dance, therefore, except the 
bona fide official picture at the Smithk- 
sonian, and Mr. and Mrs. White’s 
guests who saw it on Thursday were 
very greatly impressed with the 
savage rite.

Madame President and WUaughters 
of the Confederacy: In view of the 


fact that the sale and purchase of 
Georgia flags has not been restricted 
to any one committee or to any one 
organization during my term as 
chairman in the State U. D. C., 1 con- 
sider that the inquiries, replies from 
state officers and the personal inter- 
est evinced are worth more than pass- 
ing comment. , 

I have sent to charter presidents 
in the past two years 225 letters ex- 
plaining the use, history and observ- 
@nce vf the Georgia flag; to state 
chairmen and to other inquirers ap- 
proximately forty letters and postals; 
total 268 letters and postals. 


The. suggestive Georgia day pro- 


printed form, received the most cordial] 
notice frem school and county super- 
intendents. Kequests were received 
from several] states for this tentative 
outline, as the interest in Georgia’s 
history and flag is not confined: to 
Georgia, so it seems. 

Responses from (Georgia chapters 
were gratifying, and, frankly speak- 
ing, surprising. It has been my first 
term as a state chairman in the Geor- 
gia Daughters of the Confederacy, but 
if all chairmen meet with such co- 
operation, I am not surprised at the 
success of our splendid organization. 
The interest was remarkable. 
Practically every chapter which has 
not placed flags in the schools has 
made some worth while effort in that 
direction. And practically every chap- 
ter observed Georgia day. It may not 
be amiss to mention the fact that in 
several places the U. D. C. has joined 
with other patriotic organizations in 
the placing of a Georgia flag in the 
schools and in the observance of 
Georgia day. 

The form of program used on Geor- 
gia day has been varied. In nearly 
every place the schools have assisted 
directly or indirectly and without an 
exception have been deeply interested 


between tlie states. This idea seemed 
to me particularily good, as nothing 
makes such apn impression on the child 
mind as s.me story which his parent, 
grandparent or great-grandparent has 
told.

- Miss Titcomb, of Hagerstown, Md., is general federation chairman 


of Wbrary. extension and every state has its own chairman, working 


with her. We have today the announcement of a new chairman for 


Georgia in Mrs. W. Trox Bankston, of West Point, a library extension 
worker of years’ standing. 

She will be assisted by a group of district brary chairmen, whose 
reports will be featured in this edition, and every county or city fed- 
eration and every local club is expected to appoint a library extension 
chairman to look out for the local library interests. May I take this 
oceasion to urge every club, and city and county federation, to make 
such an appointment, if it has not been already made, and to report 
same to the proper district chairman? Unless you attend to this, our 
splendid federation library extension machine will not be complete. 

2. As soon as we get libraries established we must have libra- 
rians, as library work is highly professionalized. 

We are most fortun&te in the possession of the Southern Library 
Training school, in Atlanta, which turns out each year approximately 
a dozen librarians with professional eq@ipment comparable to any in 
the world. 

‘3. Georgia towns are not yet able to euisiin many of these train- 

. ed librarians (out of sixty-five librarians about six are graduates of a 
libfary school) and so means must be employed to supplement 
their training and keep thoes “on their toes” for the best work they 
can do. 

A great means to this end is the Georgia Library association 
whose president’s stirring words furnish the slogan for this edition)

I wish to outline in a word the ‘steps to a general state-wide 
library development. First, we have as our goal a collection of good 
books within easy access of every man, woman and child in Georgia. 
To bring about such a development, we must first educate our people 
to a desire for books, and we can do this best by giving them a 
library. So it works rather in a circle; we must supply the demand in 
order to create the demand, for we cannot expect people to desire 
something of which they have no knowledge. 

So the first step is to start some sort of a library to demonstrate 
its own need, and since the Woman's club is the best organized body 
to initiate civic enterprises, it is the best agency to start a public 
library. But while the Woman's club should start a library, it should 
not plan to maintain it permanently. There is no more reason why it 
should maintain the library than that it should maintain.the public 
school, for every enterprise which is for the good of the people as a 
whole should be supported by the people as a whole. There is no 
reason why a few should support a free library for the many—it takes 


away the self-respect of the many—while a library supported on the 
fee system certainly goes against every principle of democracy, for 
demanding fees for the use of any institution which is for the good of 
all, automatically limits its use to the persons who can afford the fee. 
and creates another class of those who cannot. There is but one 
democratic and sound basis of support for a public library, and that is 
by taxation. so that the burden is shared equally by all, and, belonging 
to all, the library will be much more widely used. So the second step 
in organizing a library is to get it on a tax-supported basis. 
Moreover, we are putting our public library in a class of limited 
if we penalize 80 per cent of our population for living in the 
Therefvre, 
we must, if we are to carry out our slogan of “books for everybody,” 
include our 80 per cent rural population in our program. That means 
in use and in support, to 


use,

These, then, are the steps in library development: First, the libra- 
ry established by club or other organization, to arouse interest in a 
library project; second, the library taken over by city authorities; and, 
third, the county made the basis of organization. 

Another idea that we must:emphasize is that a library that ts 
worth anything whatever costs money. You cannot gather up a few 
discards from private homes, place them in a bookcase and leave 
them and think that you have a public library. It is a start, a con-

smallest, should mean a good collection of the essential reference 
books, a continual addition of new books to bring us abreast of modern 
thought, and old books, worthy of a permanent place, rebound and kept 
in repair, a subscription to magazines of the better sort to offset 
Photoplays, Filmland and the Red Book, and the rest, which are often

It should mean a librarian in charge, who, if not technically trained, 
at least knows’ good books, and how to advise the people of the com- 
munity in their use; it should mean a reading room in every town of 
over 1,000 population, which can keep open hours in the evening in

These are the things which a real library means, and like every- 
thing else worth while, they cost money. They cost more than the 
Woman’s club have, or can afford, as a sustained effort, and that is 
why the clubs should endeavor to get city councils to take over the 
financial support of the library as soon as possible. Not that their 
duties cease there; women should serve on library boards; they should 
stand back of every effort to widen the library’s usefulness; they 
should educate the people so thoroughly as to its worth that they 
will force, by public sentiment, an adequate support from the city and 
county authorities. 

With a definite goal in view, and with a clear idea of the steps 
to be taken in attaining it, Georgia clubwomen, who have such splendid 
records of achievement in every line of social and educational prog- 
ress, are going far to put Georgia on the library map of the country.

Personality vs. Preparedness; 
Which Weighs the Most? 


On the street car the other day a woman was heard to remark 
with great enthusiasm, “Yes, I am going to enter such and such a pro- 
fession, and I am so happy over it, because I’ve just got to have some- 


thing to occupy my time.” 


“But I didn’t know you were trained for that profession,” mildly 


objected the woman with her. 


“Oh, no,” was the airy reply, “I haven’t any training in it yet, but I 
nave a personality that I know will carry me through. You know per- 


sonality will do anything.” 


This conversation is not an exaggeration, and variations of it 


are not infrequent. 


In fact, self-confidence seems to be one of the most plentiful com- 
modities of the women who are just obliged to have sometning to do. 


They can’t stand being idle. 


For instance, it is not unheard of here in Atlanta ror a woman 
dentist, with, perhaps, a fair equipment in her own profession, to 
offer to take over entire charge of the woman’s department of a news- 
paper; not to seek such a responsibility first through a staff position, 
and then to work up; but to start at the top with the equipment for it 


of a dentist's training. 


In handling of libraries, although there is a library scnool nere 
which aims to train students first for library positions of more or less 
responsibility through which the novices may work up to the most im- 


portant places, it is not unusual for a woman to appl 


for a full libra- 


rianship who does not know enough about a catalOguing system to 


be able to find a book for herself when she is given the key. 


Such 


a woman opens her eyes wide with amazement when she is told all 
that is necessary in the selection, care and loan of one book. 

Since women are entering so rapidly and in such great numbers 
upon business and the professions, it cannot be amiss, not only to 
draw their attention to women who are succeeding conspicuously in 
various lines, but to direct that attention from the bottom upward. 
That is, to stress the gradual stgps, and the hard work and constant 
application which have led up to¢these conspicuous instances. 

On this pages, for instance, there appear practia:ty every Sun- 
day, the stories of women whose success is outstanding—Atlanta wom- 
en ahd women elsewhere, sometimes in positions of national scope and 


reponsibility. 


} But it is the practice of this page to exploit not merely the woman’s 
success, but even more emphatically the manner of her preparation 


for it. 


Several of such instances are given today. 


In truth, all these woméh have personality, and there is no deny- 


ing the value of this gift. 


Authorities on the weight of personality 


vary in their rating of it, and in different lines of activity, its impor- 


tance is obliged to vary. 


But authority is unanimous that it is not all-sufficzent. 


It must 


be backed up with a certain ampunt of actual training, and real in- 
stances prove every day that the more training a woman can bring 
to bear upon a profession, or a business, the easier, the surer is her 


success.

Training in one line can frequently be made to lap over to 
But training there must be, and dependence 


on personality is less liable to lead a woman into mistakes if she is 
wise enough to prize it as a valuable adjunct rather than to rest her 


whole reliance on it.

On Maternity Measure 


Mrs. Emily C. McDougald, honor- 
ary president of the state league, has 
been appointed to interview Governor 
Hardwick to ascertain if he has for- 
nially accepted the Sheppard-Towner 
act.

In these days of pessimism about 
the neglect by the “younger set” of 
educational opportunities designed to 
fit them for a place of real value in 
the life of their community, it is grat- 
ifying to observe that when there is 
a call for experts in some educational 
line Atlanta girls are usually ready.

Dorothy Havis, both Atlantans, were 
equipped by education and experience, 
when the time came recently for the 
establishment of this work as a test 
case. Cator Woolford, who has ma- 
terialized, at his own expense, more 
than one advanced educational theory 
which the city, when the practical 
value of the work was thus demon- 
strated, has installed as part of the 
educational system, saw the possibili- 
ties of this phase of community work, 
both in the development of future civ- 
ie interests and the immediate promo- 
tion of a better standard of scolar- 
ship. 

Atlantans Engaged. 

Miss Dorough and Miss Havis were 
engaged, and Grant Park school is en- 
joying the benefits of the pioneer, the 


practice enterprise. 

Miss Havis has her B. A. degree 
from Agnes Scott. And, by the way, 
is it not growing almost daily more 
striking that the women who are do- 
ing the outstanding things in the busi- 
ness or professional life, or even in 
club work, are women who have a col- 
lege diploma? Miss Havis, then, is a 
graduate of Agnes Scott, and, show- 
ing that her future professional work 
was foreshadowed in her own mind in 
the selection of her course of study, 
she specialized in sociology and his- 
tory. During this past summer she 
got some practical experience in so- 
cial work ‘through associating herself 
with the Associated Charities of At- 
lanta, 

When her present position loomed 
as a prospect, Miss Havis went on a 
tour of investigation of community 
work as it is already established in 
the school systems of Philadelphia and 
New York, 

She visited the schools and accom- 
panied the “visiting teachers” on their 
itineraries, observing at first hand 
their methods. Her greatest privilege 
was the coaching given her by Jane 
Culbert, who heads the work in New 
York, and is secretary of the Visiting 
Teachers’ association in the United 
States...

first. . 
Homes Are Visited. 


“There is the work of one visiting 
the homes. We seek out the families 
in which a pupil continues absent or 
is frequently absent, or from which 
there is a pupil who is not doing 
good work. Through observance of 
home conditions, we can usually find 
out what the trouble is; what the 
child’s opportunities for recreation are 
at home, what are the health condi- 
tions surrounding him, what may be 
the difficu®ties in the way of his school 
progress. Thus we can provide his 
teacher with a picture of these, and | 
through one agency or another the 
condition can usually be _ corrected 
which is retarding the child or keeping 
him away from school. The regular 
teacher has not the time for this in- 
dividua] study of the individual child 
and his home surroundings. ‘ 

“Then there is our recreational 
work, or directed play. This we seek 
to make so interesting to the children 
that even though they are not fond of 
their books, the thought of school will 
be a pleasant thought. This recrea- 
tional program is conducted in the aft- 
ernoon when school is over and s0 
oes not interfere with study hours. 

“Once a month we arrange a citi- 
zenship program, and once a month 
we hold evening community parties 
which assemble the patrons of the 
schools and the neighbors. 

“And this brings me to another im- 
rortant method, and-that is the co- 
operation we work for between the 
the teachers and the com- 
munity itself. for everybody is invited. 

“This month the comunity evening 
is planned ir. next Tuesday, and the 
children are going to make a gift to 
the grown people of the community of

the trials and tribulations of going “into 
the heart of America” on concert tours. 
For, what with jolting along on endless 
trains, springless hotel beds, near meals 
and musty “opera houses,” these extended 
journeys into the remote 4istricts of our 
vast country are no sinecure or pleasure 
trips, even for such artists as have tried 
to solve some of their troubles by having 
private railroad cars.° 

I, too, got one of those expensive toys 
for a while, but could never find it when 
I wanted it. Or, if I did, it was miles 
“down the yards,” and to reach it I had 
to plow through tke mud. So I rejoiced 
at joining the “common” people again and 
contesting myself with a parlor car chair 
—when I could get one! 

But our troubie is well repaid. We 
find love and aeclamation everywhere, 
and the chill of a frigid railway car is 
soon forgotten im the warmth and affec- 
tion that radiate from our audienecs out- 
side of New Yerk. I have sumg im every 
city of importanee in America, ami, judg- 
ing from the reteption my semetimes 
heavy program receives, “Maim street’s 
indictment of our country’s culture may 
well be questioned. 

I find for the mrost part my audiences 
singularly hearty and wunrepressed.' iI 
know from experience that fhe “bluff 
goodheartedness” of the middle -westerner 
is not greatly exaggerated. Ft is an en- 
gaging and charmimg quality, which never 
fails to promote speedy friendship and mu- 
tual understanding. 

Net lenge ago I was headed for Chicage, 
due to sing there the evening of my ar- 
rival. Had the train been on time there

would have been ample time for me to 
zo to my hotel,-to dine (ever so lightly— 
the penalty of art!) to dress and to make 
my way leisurely to the hall. 

But we were not on time, and as the 
minutes sped by and the train crawled 
behind them, I began to wonder if I should 
get there even in time to rush straight 
to the hall from the station. Im order to 
save time I donned my recital gown in 
my drawing room on the train, watching 
eagerly out of the window the while for 
land marks that might indicate the ap-

I have always hated to keep my au- 
diences waiting—even a few minutes—and 
the prospect of keeping them for an hour 
wondering whether I was ever coming 
nearly made me distraught.

He unwound his feet and jerked his 
coat lapels together angrily. Beneath his 
tiny clipped hedge of mustache his 
straight lips were compressed.

Down the length of the coach, heads 
rumpled with sleep appeared slowly above 
the backs of the seats as if emerging from 
trenches. Bags were swung down front 
racks, Voices thick with drowsiness and 
querulous with travel rose to a hum. The 
“Forty -Thieves” company straightened 
stiff limbs, yawned, adjusted straps and 
hats and sat forward on the edge of seats 
in a state of quasi coma, luggage across 
knees and gazing out into the blackness. 

Without, the first lights of Adalai began 
to flash past, here-there, here-there; then 
a necklace of lafifptights defining an out- 
lying street; a hollow rattling over a tres- 


tle and black water reflecting beneath. . 


Last came the busy twinkling lights 
of the township; an illuminated clock in 
a tower, yellow as a moon; billboards shin- 
ing in the white flare of street arc lights 
and brilliantiy heralding the “Forty 
Thieves Spectacular Surprise.” 

Within the coach, the thirty members 
of the “Forty Thieves” company jammed 
suddenly into the aisle. 

At the far end of the coach a young 
man whose face was eons older than his 
flesh, sprang upon the first of the plush- 
covered seats waving his light brown 
derby -hat, and then slapped it on the 
back of his polished thatch of hair. A cold 
cigar sagged at an oblique from his mouth, 
his tan waistcoat, open its full length, 
swung apart to reveal the bold design 


of his shirt. He rammed the cigar in his 


waistcoat pocket and opened his mouth in 


a downward slant, cupping his hand - 


aroynd it to enclose his .voice.

The muttering rose like wind in a 
lonely place and the speaker threw out his 
oratorical tones above it. 

“This is a decent town with a decent 
house; see that you treat it decent. The 
milk special for Moline pulls out from this 
station at four-ten—breakfast on board.” 

“Aw, Lee, whatta you think we are— 
four-ten! Say, a fellow that can, hand out 
a route like this would murder a man for 
a subway ticket.” 

He waved his hat in a great semi-cir- 
cular sweep, creating a little gust be- 
fore it. . 

“Cut it, I say, or down in your jeans!

vermilion. From the right wing, in shirt- 
Sleeves and with an eye to nature, 
Charley Lee directed the lightning, and be- 
tween flashes manipulated the wind ma- 
chine. Above the song of the gale his 
voice rose and fell through the improvised 
megaphone of his cupped hands. 

“Hurry them pontes back there~ 
Swing ‘em on—dang it, swing ’em on. 
Speed ’er up back there—speed! Speed!” 

Suddenly from behind a stalactite drop 
the raindrop chorus descended from 
heaven in a carefully selected shower. 

A patter of applause passed through 
the audience. 

. Dangling mid-air from silver wires, a 
score of the effulgent creatures swung 
pendent, silver legs floundering, silver 
skirts flouncing, and showering silver 
roses from shallow silver baskets. And

“All Hail the Storm King,” sang the 
ballet, dangling gn their wires. 

From the gloom of the right wing 
Charley Lee let out a generous lightning 
flash and in its white flare clapped his 
hands together and smiled up at Miss 
Laladay. She tossed him a token from 
her shallow basket. 

“All Hail the Storm King,” thrilled the 
four winds, waving their bony arms. 

“All Hail the Storm King,” chanted 
the pussy-footed gnomes, turning cowled 
heads toward the left wing. 

“All Hail the Storm King,” sang the 
ensemble, facing the left wing and falter- 
ing on high C. 

Suddenly the sil¥@@ire jerked Miss 
Laladay higher still and she poised, limbs 
distended like a bisque angel depending 
from a Chandelier. A flower entwined 
trapeze descended from behind the stalac- 
tite drop, framing her from the waist up. 
The spotlight focused. 

The song of wind 
across the stage. 

“All Hail the Storm King,” she sang 
in a fluty voice, closing her small hands 
over the paraliel-bar and gazing with en 
rapport toward the left wing. 

In the gloom of that left wing, taut—as 
a gladiator, Al Delano, clad in gold-color- 
ed tights, with a zig-zag of silver lightning 
down his front, balanced in waiting on 
the tip of the titillating spring-board in 
readiness for his flight across the stage. 

His muscles sprang out and his biceps 
swelled to capacity, and beneath the gold- 
colored tights his diaphragm suddenly

* Being a devout lover of fishing; and 
“having “wet a hook,” as the natives say, 
‘In the: waters of the Suwanee, I am pre- 
pared to believe that the heart of the 
writer of the age-old song was “turning 
ever’ to the thoughts of youth, when 
brown toes gripped the rough flooring of 

a cride boat bottom and when strong 
hands strove to halt the frenzied dashing 
of finny “victims. 

-. Before our party entered the swamp 
I determined not to miss the chance of 
landing some of its far-famed “big uns,” 
» and,the first night of our stay I was one 

of a party that took to the boats to try 
our luck, ‘ 

Tom -Griffith, professional fisherman 


and trapper, was in,charge of operations, 
and I. Lamar, of Waycross, well-known 
- railroad official, was our host at his lodge 
in the swamp. 

_ «+ Mr, Griifith explained that due to the 
dateness of the .season—it was late in 
Movember at the time—the big game fish, 
such as.trout, bass, pike and jack, had: 
practically stopped rising to the lure, but 
hie assured ny <deapeeeen eee of tke 
more sluggish kind; such as catfish and 
mudfish. 


. HERE were almost a dozen in the fish- 
ing paity, and I-was surprised-at the 
fact that a trot-line with only twenty-two 
hooks had been set out. 1 realized the 
bounty of fish in the swamp, however, 


when, after a delicious supper served by: 


Mr. Lamar’s cook, we fished the line and 
took seventeen big catfish off the twenty- 
two -hooks. I consider that this was a 
very good batting average for the cld 
Okefenokee, and as long as we fished the 
trot-line the high mark was maintained. 
. FI suppose we took half a hundred cat- 
fish and mudfish in the course of a couple 
of hours, and by this time the moon had 
risen and was bathing the river and the 
stately, tropical swamp background with 
a mist of gold. . 
We determined to try some moonlight 


casting for trout and bass, and beneath’ 


the moss-laden branches of giant. cypress 
trees that etched themselves blackly into 


the moon’s golden disk, I rowed the boat 


very quietly close to the bonnet banks on 
either side of the river. s. 

“Never have I looked -upen a more 
wildly beautiful scene. The moon painted 
a path of liquid gold..on.-the -breast of 
the silent stream; each star seemed to dip 
and. mirror itself in the motionless water;

cy in the wilderness a fox voiced its 
weird bark. An owl hidden overhead 


burst into crazy laughter, and sleepy 
birds stirred and chirped in the dense 
foliage. The noises they made seemed to 
intensify the note of the ever-silent wild 
that dominated the scene, and somehow 
one grew to understand the meaning of 
the plaintive, lonesome strain that lingers 
in each note of “Way Down Upon the 
S’wanee River.” . 

Tom Griffith took his place in the front 


of the boat, and whirling the bob sent it 
spinning into still water coverts with ac- 
companying silver splashes and dark rip- 
plings. A big trout rose to the bait and 
cut and churned the water as Griffith’s 
arms tensed. Then’ the taut line drop- 
ped; the big fellow was not hooked. 


Three trout rose to the lure during the 
hour we cast for them, but their actions 
were half-hearted and not one was firmly 
hooked. At last we gave it up, and con- 


soled ourselves with a midnight feast on 
crisp slices of catfish browned to a turn, 
and cups of steaming, black coffee. 


Mr. Griffith told me that in the 9pring 
and summer months the game fish are 


very plentiful in all the watercourses of 
the swamp, and that they provide the 
best of sport. I told him some of the 
fishing stories of The Constitution’s expe- 
dition in 1875, the first systematically to 
explore the great Okefenokee, one of 
which was that members who hooked big 
trout at that time found them large and 
strong enough to whirl a heavy boat round 
and round in the water. The genial trap- 
per was of the opinion that many of the 
big fish that lived in the swamp forty-six 
years ago are still inhabitants of its 
waters and are still strong enough to man- 
handle the largest and heaviest rowboats 
to be found in the section. 


N previous articles I have described the 
density of the swamp’s beautiful vege- 
tation and the towering height of its big 
trees. An accompanying illustration 
shows a Boy Scout member of the 


party standing at the trunk of a giant 
cypress, which is estimated to be about 
1,500 years of age. It is one of the larg- 
est in the entire swamp, and the immens- 
ity of its trunk can be gauged by a com- 
parison with the size of the boy. 


As the sap rises and falls in the cypress 
trees each year a tiny ring is left about 
the trunk of the tree, some of them so 
small as to require the use of a magnify- 
ing glass to be counted. No one with 
sufficient industry to count the rings of 
the big cypress pictured could be found, 
but timber experts estimated that it first 
saw the light about the time the Roman 
empire was taking its final crash. 

The cypress grows very slowly, and 
in many cases its heart is completely 
rotted away when it is felled. Then, too, 
some of it is afflicted with “peck’’—that 
is, affected with small splotches of brown 
pith through and through. No explana- 
tion for this disease has ever been discov- 
ered. 

A plant found extensively in the swamp 
which greatly interested me was the 
pitcher plant, which grows in soil of a 
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very acid nature and eats flies and small 
insects. The leaves are cylindrical in 
form, and are covered at the outer end 
with a hood. Just underneath this hood 
is a deposit of honey, which attracts in- 
sects and leads them to enter the green 
cylinders. : 

As they enter, the hood cuts off the 
light, and when the insect prepared to 
return to the light he flies directly away 
from the entrance, toward little spots, or 
“windows” in the leaves, where the light 
enters through thin membranes. 


H E strikes the membrane and is thrown 
back into the body of the leaf, which 
is equipped with tiny white barbs pointed 
downward. His struggles only serve to 
sink him deeper and deeper into the leaf, 
until he falls into an acid secretion in its 
very bottom, and he is digested by this 
fluid and the entire plant nourished. 

As one of the exploring party remark- 
ed, “It’s a tough life.for flies in the Oke- 
fenokee.” 

To those of us who has had little expe- 
rience in semi-tropic climates, the gray 
Spanish moss which everywhere covered 
the trees and swung itself from one tree 
to another in an almost endless bower, 
was also of great interest.

HE ‘heroic statue of Lincoln, in the 

beautiful Lincoln memorial at Wash- 
ington, is carved im Georgia marble, and 
after the completion an@ dedication of 
this memurial is ‘boun@ to rank as ote of 
the world’s masterpieces. Those who are 
familiar with thie wonderful structure 
will have more intimate knowledge of its 
enormous sisze, tts perfection of detail, the 
faithiviness of emecution, and the sur- 
pessing beauty of the werk than can be 
hinted at here. 

Yet dt is muted, interesting to note 
that this monument—which may not be 


photograped until it is dedicated—is made 
up of twenty-eight quarry blocks, total- 
ing approximately 3,000 cubic fret of Geor- 
gia marble. The plinth under the statue 
is 16 feet 3 inches wide and 17 feet and 6 
inches deep; the total height of the statue 
from bottom of plinth to top of head is 
22 feet and 8 inches; height from botiom 
of shoe to top of knee is 10 feet 1 1-2 
inches; length of head 3 feet 6 inches; 
length of shoe 5 feet and 2 inches; diame- 
ter of buttons on coat 4 inches. 

Georgia marble was selected for this 
colossal figure because in the minds of 
Architect Henry Bacon and Seulptor Dan- 
iel French, it typified the rugged strength, 
dominating characteristics and perfect 
purity of the man portrayed. 

There are other marbles, to be sure, 
but aside from having the honor of being 
the largest known deposit of this material 
in the world, this block of marble in Pick- 
ens county has the distinction of having 
absolutely no rival ints purity, durability. 
its variety in tint and coloring, and-in 
the charm of its inmate beauty. 


HE government recognizes the excel- 

lence of Georgia marble ovef all other 
marbles in that where marbles are used 
for building purposes specifications state 
that they must be given two coats of ap- 
proved waterproofing compound—“except 
Georgia marble.” 

The low absorption of Georgia marble

The early deposits of the debris of 
organisms. the remains of shells, the skel- 


etons of animals, or some substance, held 
by the liquid elements and deposited in 
a solid state, have become compact and 
hardened stone by the heat and pressure 
of the earth’s continued upheaval.

Stand on any binuff 
overlooking Longswamp Vailey, near Tate, 
and the half-dozen enormeus quarries ap- 
pear only as rabbit holes im the field, vet 
eech of the quarries would hold a large 
Office building of Atlanta or Chicago. The 
depth of this bed of marble is unknown. 
Drills have reached as deep as 185 feet, 
but have failed to reach any bottom, and 
many estimate the depth of the bed as a 
half mile—and it may be deeper. * 

As wonderful and as unknown as it all 
is, the fact remains that in her marble de- 
posits, Georgia has one of the greatest re- 


soiree ; ef the world, and the finest of its 
kind.

One cup honey, 1 cup brown 
sugar, yolks of 3 eggs, 3-4 cup 
butter, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 
teaspoon nutmeg, 14 teaspoon allspice, 
1-2 teaspoon cloves. Cream together and 
then add 1-2 pint cup spiced jam and 1-2 
pint cup of any kind of jelly. Beat again 
to blend and then add 6 cups of sifted 
flour, 3-4 cup strong black coffee and 4 
tablesnoons baking powder. Beat just 
enovgh to mix and then cut in the stiffly 
beaten whites of 3 eggs and add 1 1-2 
cups seeded raisins, 1-2 cup seceded cur- 
rants, 1 cup secdiess raisins, 1 1*2 cups 
finely chopped nuts. 1 cup finely chopped 
citron, 1-2 cup finely chopped orange or 
lemon peel, 1 cup finely chopped and 
stoned prunes, 1 cup finely chopped apri- 
cots. 

Mix in the fruit well and then grease 
and flour a round pudding pan and line 
with three thicknesses of greased and 
floured paper. Pour in the cake mixture 
and cover the top of the cake with a well- 
greased paper. Now set the pan contain- 
ing the cake in a large baking pan, which 
contains about three cups boiling water. 
Place in a slow oven and bake for 2 1-2 
hours. Remove and let coc] and then turn 
from the pan and brush the paper with 
boiling water to remove. 

A Delicious Cheap Fruit Cake. 

One cup butter, 3 cups flour, 3 eggs, 2 
cups sugar, 2 teaspoons baking powder, 1 
cuv black_coffee, 1 box seeded raisins cut 
in half. 1 bax currants, 1-4 pound citron 
chonped fine, 

Cream, butter and sugar and proceed 
as in other cake. Dredge fruit well with 
flour and add to cake mixture, 2 teaspouns 
cinanmon, 1 teaspoon each of allspice, 
nutmeg and cloves. Put in a loaf ran and 
bake in slow oven for 2 hours. 

Ribbon Cake. 

One-half cup butter, 2 cups sugar, 1 
cup milk, yolks 4 ezgs, whites 4 eggs, 
3 1-2 cu ns flour, 5 teaspoons baking puw- 
der, 1-4 teaspoon mace, 1-4 teaspoon nut- 
meg. 1-3 cup raisins, seeded and cut in 
pieces, 1-3 cup finely chopped figs, 1 tahie- 
speen molesses, 2 teaspoons cinnamon. 

Mix first seven ingredients in order 
given. Pake 2-3 of the mixture in two- 
layer ceke pans. To the remainder add 
spices, fruit and molasses and bake in a 
layer-cake pan. Put layers together with 
rlain icing. : 

Delicious White Cake. 

Cne cunv butter, 2 cuns sugar (level), 
3-4 cun water, 8 egg whites, 3 cups flour, 
sifted three times, 2 teaspoons baking 
nowder. flavoring. 

Cream, butter and sugar, add water, 
then 2 cups flour, then eggs, then the re- 
maining cup flour, -then baking powder 
and flevoring. Bake in long biscnit pan 
in moderate oven. When cold cut -in 
squares and ice, decorating each square 
with a walvut meat or a cherry. 

White Cocoanut Ceke. 
Cream one-half cup butter, add gradu- 


ally 1 cup sugar. Sift 2 cups flour with 
3 teaspoons baking powder. Add flour 
and 2-3 cup milk alternately to the first 
mixture, beating hard. Add 1 teaspoon 
vanilla and lastly fold in the stiffly beat- 
en whites of 3 eggs. Bake in two layers 
in moderate oven. 

Frosting—Boil 1 1-2 cups granulated 
sugar and 1-2 cup water until it forms a 
soft ball in water. Pour slowly over 
whites of 2 eggs beaten stiff; ad@ 1 tea- 
spoon of vanilla and beat until stiff enough 
to spread. aed 1-3 of a grated cocoanut 
to about 1-3 of the frosting. Use this as 
fillime between the layers. Frost the top 
and sides with remaining frosting, sprink- 
ling cocoenut over same. 

Moravian Spice Cake. 

One and one-half cups brown sugar, 1 
egg, 1 teaspoon soda dissolved in the milk, 
1 teaspoon ginger, 1-2 teaspoon cloves. 3 
1-2 cups sifted flour, 1-2 cup chopped nuts, 
9 tablespoons shortening, 1 cup sour milk, 
2 teaspoons cinnamon, 1-2 teaspoon all- 
spice, 5 tablespoons cocoa, 1 level table- 
spoon baking powder, 1-2 package seedless 
raisins. 

Beat to mix and then bake in well 
grsased pan and floured loaf shaped pans 
in moderate oven for 40 minutes. Ice with 
chocolate icing made as follows. One cup 
sugar, 6 tablesnoons cocoa, 1 tablespoon 
corn starch. Sift to mix and then add 
sufficient boiling water to make mixture 
that will spread. 


Inexpensive Charlotte Rousse. 

Six eggs,.1 1-2 eups sugar. Beat the 
volks and sugar together, whip your 
cream, 1 quart, then your eggs; dissolve 
1-2 box cf gelatine in 1-2 pint of boiling 
water, keen hot on the stove till ready 
to mix. Mix the yelks and sugar with 
the whites, then add the cream, then the 
gelatine.

One cup of molasses, 1 1-2 cups of 
chopped svet, 1 cun of milk, 2 1-4 cuns 
flcur, 1 pint of figs, chorped fine; 2 eggs, 
1 teaspoon soda.

teaspoon nutmeg. Mix molasses, suet, 
spices, fies and diesolve soda in one tea- 
spcon of hot water. Mix together these 
ingredients with the milk. Beat eggs 
light and stir in the mixture. Add florr, 
mix thorovghlv and steam five hours. 

Fruit Pudding. 

One trblesroon butter, 1 cup molasses, 
1 cuv milk, 1 pound seedless raisins. 1 
pound currants, 1-4 pound citron—clovés, 
cinnarren and e'nger to taste; flavor to 
taste with vaniila. Vix, one teasnoon of 
soda with a Ititle hot water and flour 
anough to make a stiff batter... Steam 
slowly 3 hours. 

Hard Sauce. 

One cup powdered srgav*, 1 cup whipped 
cream, 1-3 cun butter, 1-2 teasnoon va- 
nilla Cream the butter and add the sugar 
eredpellv stirring constantly until smenth. 
Add the flavoring and fold in the whirned 
cream slowlv. Pile the sauce on a glass 
plate, syrivkle with a little grated orange 
rind and finely chonned ecanrdied cherries 
and serve with the pudding.

or other beads around the doll’s neck and 
wrists, you can concoct a fan out of a few 
fronds from an old ostrich feather, you can 
make a little bag of silk and lace, or a tiny 
handkerchief of fine muslin, you can put 
together a little hat of diminutive flowers 
and a few puffs of silk. 

It is all very delightful, and, of course, 
you can carry out any color scheme you 
wish to use,
